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THE RETURNS OF 
TRADE IN 1901. 





Foochow and Amoy. 

Ir is pitiable to see how Foochow 
continues to deserve the title of a 
port indecay. Mr, Walter Lay begins 
his report for 1901 by saying: “The 
year cannot be snid to have been 9 
prosperous one from a mercantile 
point of view, as numerous complaints 
have reached me that trade was in a 
depressed state throughout the pro- 
vince.” ‘I'he net value of the trade 
of the port was Hk. Tis. 14,432,516 
against Tis. 15,341,825 in 1900 and 
Tis, 17,351,807 in 1899. Looking 
back, the decay of Foochow is easily 
explained. The export of black tea 





in 1882 was Pls, 649,755; in 1901 
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it was Pls, 191,012, the smallest on 
record. The revenue collected, Hk. 
‘Tis. 1,040,091, was the smallest collec- 
tion in the last ten years, being 113 
per cent under 1900 and no !ess than 
38 per cent under 1892. 
imports there was an increase 
of Hk. Tis. 700,000 over 1,900, but 
a decrease of Tis. 460,000 on 1899. 
The demand for cotton yarn has 
wn stronger again, the import 
aving been over Pis. 33,000 in 1901 
against under Pls, 20,000 in 1900; 
but it was over Pls. 32,000 in 1899 
and 1898. The main hope for Foo- 
chow, however, lies in the recovery of 
its trade in tea. This will be helped 
if tho Treaty of Shanghai is ratified ; 
but it is still more necessary that the 
Chinese should improve the quality 
of the crop. It may be noted that 
the falling-off in tea was partly made 
up by an improvement in native 
sundries, such as bamboo shoots, 
paper, josspaper, poles, and matches. 

An interesting point in Mr, La 
report is the paragraph dealing with 
the coolies shipped to Madagascar 
and Réunion under the auspices of 
the French Government. “The 
arrangements made for the care of| 
thecoolies appear to have been most 
complete and to have given general 
satisfaction at the time. ecend 
news, however, says that discontent 
has sprung up, and that the coolies 
have sent home letters of complaint. 
Full provision was, I understand, 
made for the families left behind, and 
if so, emigration shou'd receive a 
stimulus, and the dread on the part 
of coolies to leave their native coun- 
ny should be dissipated.” In his 
“Miscellaneous” paragraph, Mr. La: 
mentions the wreck of the Sobraon, 
the yreat fire at Foochow in July last 
year, and the native mortality from 
plague. He notices also the transfer 
of the native Customs to the control 
of the foreign Customs, and adds: 
“Tt might have been supposed that 
such a drastic measure, amounting 
almost to the invasion of a cherished 
shrongtol would bring about a re- 
volt; but}: change has been effected 
peacefully, « «l thus far with com- 
plete success. 

Dull monotony, according to Mr. 
C. Lenox Simpson, characterised the 
trade of Amoy in 1901, though slight 
protie were made in tea, and the 

‘ormosa crop was satisfactory; but 
for this Amoy is now only a tranship- 
ping station. The net value of 
the trade of the port was Hk. Tis, 
14,719,058 against Tls. 13,943,228 in 
1900 and Tis. 16,960,681 in 1899. 
In imports there was a satisfactory 
increase in almost all cotton goods, 
yarn included, There was a great 
increase in Sumatran kerosene oil 
in bulk, and it is rapidly super- 
seding American case oil. The 
oil is received from the tanks 
and carried up country in speci- 
ally-buils boats, from which it is 











digtributed in small quantities, The} 


change that is gradually coming in 
the staple food of a portion of the in- 
habitants of South China, due to the 
example set by the returne] emi- 
grants ftom California and Australi 
is indicated in the following pir: 
graph: “ American flour was import- 
ed to the extent of 201,913 piculs 
(about 12,000 tons). This is the 
highest figure on record, exceeding 
that of 1900 by 52,000 piculs. The 
demand for this commodity is in- 
creasing, and its good quality, com- 
bined with a moderate price, racom- 
mends it to the native consumer and 
renlers it no mean item of our im- 
port trade. The amount of foreign 
rice imported,—216,155  piculs— 
chiefly from Saigon, was very much 
smaller than ia former years... Of 
native rice, too, only 283,713 piculs 
reached here from other Chinese 








previous year. ‘The harvest was a 
good one, even better than that of 
1900.” When the Great Northern 
Railway Company’s big steamers 
begin running, American flour will be 
laid down still more cheap!y, and a 
comparatively rapid expansion in its 
consumption may be expected. 

Mr, Lenox Simpson’s concludin; 
“ Miscellaneous ” paragraph is so full 
of information that it is worth quot- 
ing in full :-— 

Early in the year the French Govern- 
ment landed the shore end of a telegraph 
cable at the premises of the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company on the island of 
Kulangsu, in accordance with an under- 
standing arrived at between the Chinese 
Director-General of Telegraphs and the 
Danish Company. ‘The cable was mam 
‘alais, in the works of the 
Société des Téléphones de Paris, at a cost 
of 6,000,000 francs, and its laying, which 
took some months to perform, was effected 
by the French cable steamer Francois 
Ar:go. ‘The line connects the port with 
‘Hué and Tongking, touching at the French 
territory of Kuangchouwan, thus giving 
Indo-China communication ‘with France 
independent of British cables. The station 
is under the direction of a Receveur des 
Postes et Télégraphes, with a foreign 
assist: ‘The trafic has so far been al. 
most nil. Mention should be made in thi 
Report of the Anglo-Chinese College, an 
educational establishment as yet in its in- 
fancy, but which, considering the rapid 
strides already made, bids fair to stand out 
as a bright light on the Fukien coast. 
Dr. Barbour, of Edinburgh, whose liberality 
has been the means of supplying the 
students with excellent accommodation, is 
its chief patron. Two first-class certificated 
and University-trained teachers have re- 
cently been sent out from Scotland, and 
there are now three European teachers and 
a strong native staff st. at work with 
over 100 students, half of whom are re- 
sidential. The college is presided over 
by Mr. H. F. Rankin, and is en- 
deayouring, by literary ‘and scientific 
studies, to give Chinese students a firm 
grasp of Western thought and civilisation. 
Apart from the ordinary commercial course, 
‘a great want is supplied in the form of a 
three years’ course of training for teachers, 
and there is also a course of military and 
physical drill attended by all. Among the 
influences which adversely affected trade

from spreadizg. The remainder of the 
Brigade were there almost immediately 
afterwards and directed streams on to tho 
body of the fire. The Brigade did really 
excellent work, and in half-an-hour the 
fire was so completely under control that 
the Hongkew Company were able to 
reel up. By nine o'clock all the Companies 
had left, with the exception of the Mih-ho- 
loongs, in whose district the fire occurred. 
‘The cause of the outbreak has not yet been 

















adjeining shops, Nos. 18 and 21 were 
damaged by fire and water. The contents 
of the former were insured. 

Ar 5.52 p.m. oa Thursday the Honekew 
Fire Alarm sounded for the No. 1 district, 
and the Brigade turned out only to find 
that the outbreak was outside the limits 
of the settlement, in the direction of Li 
Hongkew.

‘There are additional non-postal charges 
of 6 ) cents a parcel to the American Express 
Co., and 60 cents to the U.S, Government; 
and Customs duties according to the ordi: 
nary U. 8. Customs Tariff: 

‘The postal charges must be prepaid in 
stamps. The sender may also prepay the 
non-postal charges, and the Customs duties, 
todo which he must consult paragraph 203 
of the *‘ Hongkong Postal Guide.” Thus 
the addressee gets the parcel free of all 
charges. Or, parcels may be forwarded in 
Bond, to any inland Custom-house in the 
U.S., when the addressee must pay the 
duty.’ They must be accompanied by a 
Customs delaration (two copies), and if of 
the value of more than $100 gold, the de- 
claration must be made before a U. S. Con 
sul. In addition to those specified in the 
“Hongkong Postal Guide,” the under- 
mentioned articles may not be sent to the 
U. S.:—Eatabl ides, prison-made 
wares, wines, spirits, cigars anil cigarettes 
in quantities less than 3,000, and opium 
containing less than 9 per cent of morphine. 
Parcels may be insured up to the value of 
£120. Finally, the notice contains a list of 
the inland Cus'om-houses in the U. S., 
numbering 106.

THE GROWING ONE- 
NESS OF THE 
ENGLISH-SPEAKING 


WORLD. 
‘7th October. 

“As truly as such a thing can ever 
be said, it can be said that England 
greatly admires, and is greatly fond 
of America.” 

This is the remarkable testimony 
of, an American writer living for the 
present under the shade of the British 
Museum, and it is,speaking generally, 
no less true than remarkable. We 
have heard a great deal lately of the 
expansion of the United States, of 
the unparalleled commercial pro- 
sperity, the unrivalled riches, and 
general well-being of the giant of 
the West, but from only one quarter 
of the globe have there been sym- 
pathetic answering echoes to the 
chorus of American jubilation. When 
young Columbia has drunk with 
musical honours to its self-constituted 
deity Uncle Sam, the strains of the 
classical chorus “For he’s a jolly 
good fellow” reverberating from the 
western cliffs of old England, seem 
to have found the exact measure in 
space and sentiment necessary for 

ohn Bull's echoed reply to be “ good 
fellow!” The few leagues farther 
across from the one continent to the 
other, and the immensurable gulf 
otherwise, have turned the answer- 
ing murmur of continental Europe 
into the final syllable, “ low !”, and to 
it have been added “ mean, grasping, 
blustering, hypocritical,” and other 
epithets fuller of vigour than of love, 

Tt is by no means exsy entirely to 
understand this difference. Ameri- 
can competition will cut deeper into 
English life than it is likely to do 
into that of France or Germany, 
and yet it is the former that wel- 
comes, and the latter that repels it. 
Possibly it may be that we have 
beet. so long expecting our giant off- 
spring to beat us that his successful 
achievement of the task has not 
come as a surprise. As far as the 
nations of the Continent are con- 
cerned, there can be no more doubt 
of the suddenness of their awakening 
than of the resentment of it, For 
some of the good folks on the Euro- 
pean mainland, American sprang in- 
to existence asa full-fledged Power 
only in 1898. Up to that time she 
had been only « geographical expres- 
sion, ‘Ibat year, too, advertised for 
the first time in history the fact that 
there is a practical union in heart 
amongst the English-speaking peo- 
ples, however diverse their forms of 
government. It was a revelation, not 
to the Continental nations only, but to 
Great Britain and the United States 
aswell. Only a year or two before, 
President Cleveland had sent his 
historical Venezuclan message, bring- 
ing about a tremendous crisis in 


Wall Street, but causing no flurry in 
London, where the idea of the im- 
possibility of war between the States 
and England was so firmly fixed that 
nothing short of its declaration and 
the appearance of an American fleet 
off Liverpool could have shaken it. 
We know how easily that trouble 
was disposed of, Others of greater 
danger had been similarly settled 
before, and the close of last year 
witnessed another instance in the 
settlement of the Canal question. 

But these, though important, have 
been isolated instances of general 
good will on both sides. ‘The fact is, 
the peoples of the two nations are year 
by year growing closer together as 
ties between them increase and mul- 
tiply. There is no greater bond than 
blood, there is no closer tie than 
interest. Blood is thicker than 
water, as our services have proved 
each for the other more than once, 
and as, Ged willing, should occasiun 
ever arise, they would gallantly do 
again and yet again. We are allied 
by descent and intermarriage, by 
language, literature, life, and thought 
more than any two other great nations 
on the earth’s surface. Recently an 
interesting little return was made 
by the American post office showing 
the number of smal! postal orders 
sent more or less for presents from 
the United States to Europe at 








Christmas time. They made alto- 
gether a total of $1,100,000 gold, 
and almost exactly one-half of this 
amount went tothe United Kingdom, 
the rest being divisible amongst all 
the other States of Europe. 

But ties of the nature above-named 
are not alone in binding the English 
of the Old to those of the New World. 
Had there been no natural bonds of 
this description, we should yet have 
been driven together by the univer- 
sality of the hate which the past de- 
cade has developed against us. This 
first showed itself in its greatest 
virulence against America in 1898, 
only to he fanned into still fiercer 
flame against ourselyes by the Boor 
War, and against Americans by 
their phenomenal expansiveness. It 
was bad enough, it was thonght, for 
Great Britain to become Imperialistic, 
but when to her assertiveness that of| 
the Yankees was added, life was no 
longer worth living for anybody else. 
Which to any sane Britisher or 
American seems almost inexpressibly 
absurd, since neither wishes to attack 
anybody, however determined they 
may be that it shall be risky for any- 
body to attack them. Mr. Gosse has 
told us lately in the “Cosmopolitan” 
that the isolation of the English race 
is extending to their literature. Ex- 
cept ourselves, and the French, he 
says, nobody knows and noboy cares 
what we read and write. From this 
sweeping assertion we must of course 
except those Continental authors who 
for reasons not far to seek publish in 
English. Our Imperialism is to blame 








for it. “The incessant glorification of 
the pational idea,” Mr. Gorse tells us, 
“which has taken forms radically so 
similar in America and in England 
is exquisitely distasteful to the Con- 
tinent, The foreigner reads Kipling, 
indeed, but with fascinated horror, 
shuddering with dislike, and supposes 
that all other Anglo-Saxon writers of 
the day are of the same class, only 
less forcibly.” 

Our old proverb says there is no 
accounting for tastes, and when the 
world hoots and jeers at us we must 
e’en let it go at that, ‘The Boer war 
has cemented the British Empire 
with bonds of blood and iron. Is 
there in the near future any possibility 
of another that shall do the like for 
all the English-speaking race ? 








THE EVISCERATION 
OF THE EDUCATION 


BILL. 
20th October. 


By accepting a single but all- 
important amendment, Mr. Balfour 
has virtually abandoned the Educa- 
tion Bill, and the principle of direct 
public control of public money has 
been again substantially vindicated, 
The wonder is that at this late duy 
any Government should have been 
sufficiently hardy to challenge it. 
That the Education Bill was a 
tactical blunder, the recent bye- 
elections kave proved beyond ques- 
tion. Now that the sting has been 
taken out of the measure, it is not 
easy to see what of value at all there 
is left in it. Framed in the first 
instance not so much in the interests 
of secular education as to bolster u; 
the voluntary schools, it laid itself 
open to all the criticisms of a wenk, 
half-hearted measure. Its one not- 
able feature was the proposal , to 
shift the control of the schools, board 
and voluntary alike, from the present 
authorities to committees of manage- 
ment nominated by County or Muni- 
cipal Councils, who would themselves 
retain, nominally at least, the power 
of the purse.

Nouconformist feeling has _been 
roused to a pitsh of extraordinary 
excitement, and Dr. Parker and 
others have declared that they would 











rather go to gaol than pay the new 
rate, which has been compared to the 
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old Chureh rate: Even warm sup- 
porters of the Government in gen- 
eral policy have resented the attack 
on their Nonconformity, and the 
announcement that Mr. Balfour has 
yielded will come as a relief to 
Conservatives who have been hard 
pressed to justify an unpopular 
measure, That the extreme clericals 
will be very angry goes without 
saying; their fingers were almost on 
the prize they have been hankering 
after since 1870, and now it has 
slipped away for ever.

In comparing the collection this 
Year, as given above, with that in the 
game quarter of 1901 there are some 
points to be specially noticed. While 
there was a total increase of nearly 
twenty-five per cent, there were only 
four ports, Newchwang, Tientsin, 
Shanghai, and Canton, at which there 
was a really considerable improve- 
ment. At fourteen others of the 
thirty ports the revenue was more or 
less larger this year; but at twelve 
ports, some of them important ones, 
Chungking, Ichang, Hunkow, Wuhu, 
Nanking, Chinkiaug, Soochow, Sau- 
tuao, Foochow, Swatow, Wuchou, 
and Pakhoi, there was an actual 
decline, important at Ichang and 
Wahu, but not very material at the 
other ten ports. 

Arranging the dues and duties 
collected under the usual heads, the

Import duty alone gave almost the 
whole of this year’s increase, the 
gains in coast trade duty, tonnage 
dues, and transit dues being balanced 
by the losses in export duty, and 
opium duty and likin, As the’ hope 
for China’s finances lies in the expan- 
sion of her exports, this in an 
unfavourable indication. Under opium 
duty it may be noted that only Hk. 
Ts, 120,128 was derived from native 
opinm this year against Tis. 238,933 
last year. 

At Shanghai, there was again an 
increase in the tonnage entered and 
cleared, the total for the quarter 
being 1,118 vessels of 1,508,320 tons 
entered and 1,096 of 1,502,320 tons 
cleared, against 1,128 of 1,382,166 
tons and 1,100 of 1,358,381 tons, 
respectively, in 1901. This, of course, 
does not include the steam launch 
and inland waters traffic of which 
Shanghai is the centre.

In native sundries there was a con- 
siderable decline in straw and rush 
hats, hemp, indigo, silk, sugar, and 
brick tea; while nutgalls, wood oil, 
vegetable tallow, black and green 
tea, and prepared tobacco showed an 
inerease. 

There was a decline in the export 
duty collected at Shanghai during 
the quarter, the goods in which the

HUNAN MURDERS. 
2Ist October. 
TuE refusal of the Chinese au- 
thorities in Hunan to exeonte justice 
on the military officials at Chenchou 
who might have prevented, if they 
were not privy to, the murder of 
Messrs. Bruce and Lowis, is not 
being passed over in silence by the 
British Minister. The refusal of Sir 
Ernest Satow to attend the Emperor's 
reception on Saturday was a salutary 
warning. ‘The safety of all foreigners 
in Hunan and the West demands - 
that an example shall be made of 
the yuilty officials at Cheuchou, and 
we are glad to learn that four Briti-h 
men-of-war, the Britomart and 
Phoenix, which arrived here yester- 
day, and the Rosario aud Mutine, 
which are expected here immediate- 
ly, are to proceed at once to Hankow, 
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where they will very probably be 
followed by Admiral Bridge. Chinese 
officials of the old stamp are begin- 
ning to think that for the sake of| 
her trade Great Britain will accept 
any cavalier treatment, and our 
prestige has suffered already from 
our desire to handle China gently 
while she is in her present difficulties. 
Happily in Sir Ernest Satow we have 
a Minister who will not put up with 
any evasion of our just demands, in 
matters where he is not hampered 
by international co-operation. 





TREATY 
STIPULATIONS. 
21st Oclober, 

THOSE who are convinced that the 
new Treaty of Shanghai will be a 
dead letter if it is ratified may 
urge that it is unnecessary to argue 
against it by the way the Chinese 
have failed to observe the Tientsin 
Treaty and other treaties several 
decades back. ‘hey may say that we 
have something nearer to hand. We 
have the Protocol of a year ago, and 
with this it will be well 10 compare 
the proposed ‘Treaty of Commerce. 

How has the Protocol, bth pre- 
liminary and final, been observed ? 
Article II stipu'ated that Prince 
Tuan and his brother Duke Lan be 
banished to Turkestan and there im- 
prisoned forlife. We bave not heard 
that they have yet reached Turkestan 
or are suffering much imprisonment. 

By the same ‘Article, General 
Tung Fu-hsiang was to be deprived 
of office, “ pending the determination 
of the final punishment to be inflicted 
on him.” Has the final punishment 
been yet determined ? or is there any 
attempt to determine it, in proport 
ion to his crime? 

By the same Article, various 
punishments have been inflicted on 
provincial officials. Hus any oue in 
the Legations in Peking examined 
of late into that Black List? Are 
the banished ones banis| and to 
the right place? are those to be 
imprisoned for life suffering much 
hardship? Or are they hob-nobbing 
with their mandarin friends and ten- 
derly cared for by them?

_ By Articte VI, “ihe revenues as- 
sign-d as security for the bonds” of 
the indemnity are certain increased 
revenues of the Imperial Maritime 
Customs, “ the revenues of the Native 
Customs administered in the open 
ports by the Imperial Maritime 
Customs,” and “ the total revenues of 
the salt gabelle.”

There are 
those who conclude that if one 
Treaty has been purposely broken, 
another will also be broken. But 
it must be observed that the 
Protocol of 1901 was carried through 
without the full consent of either the 
Chinese Plenipotentiaries or the Im- 
perial Chinese Government, while 
the new Commercial Treaty was 
heartily agreed to by the two Chinese 
Commissioners and the two Yangtze 
Viceroys, and was finally made un- 
objectionable to the Peking Govern- 
ment, The authorities at Peking 
delayed for atime, in hope that part, 
if not all, of the revenues to be 
collected by increase of import and 
export duty would come to the 
Central Government, instead of the 
Provincial authorities.

There is altogether too much party poli 
tics in the discussion of the cial stril 
We hear too much about what the Previ- 
dent could do, if he would, by calling Con- 
gress together; of what Governor Stone 
could do, if he would, by calling the Penu- 
sylvania legislature together; of what the 
republican leaders in Pennsylvanis could 
do, if they would, to bring the contonding 
parties to terms by bringing {nto ply the 
occult forces supposed to be at the com- 
mand of such great musicians as Senator 
Quay and the rest. ‘The fact which 
emfronts the country is that a great 
industry is paralysed, and that millions of 
people are subjected to gre:t inconvenience 
and loss whilo miners and operators aro 
esrrying on war in which laws are mostly 
silent in what is supposed to bo a 
Tand of Jaw and of pexce, People are 
wondering why this should be so, and 
whether there is not sxe way in 
which the questions at issue can be set- 
tled with some approximation to justice 
without inflicting junishment upon mil- 
lions who have vo direct interest in the 
controversy and who cannot be h Id blam»- 
able, except perhaps very remotely, for any 
wrong in the case. Some people may 
recall the fact that in two official reports— 
that of the intersts'e commerce commission 
and that of the indastrial commission—it 
ix very plainly sown that the anthracite 
coal combine is in more than one respect @ 
standing defiance of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. Such people are beginning to wonder 
why it is that men who are officially at the 
top do not make a serious effort to enforce 
the laws we have, instead of talking about 
waiting for constitutional amendments and 
new laws which cannot he had for yews. 
If a serious attempt should be made to 
apply the Sherman law to the anthracite 
combine, might not the magnates of that 
combine’ discover that there is something 
to arbitrate and that, on the whole, it 
would be better not to ‘squeeze the miners 
on the one side and pinch the public on 
the other by suspending mining operations 
for half-s-year? 


The Philadelphia « Brening Bulletin” 
makes the following reference to the 
matter :— 














The great coal strike has now been on 
during ‘nearly four months, Ever since 
the first fortnight of its duration, the pub- 
lic has heard the prediction or assurance 
from some quarter, seemingly authoritative, 
that it was goi be terminated in a 
week or two weeks. It has become so 
accustomed to a failure of these assurances 
that it bas almost ceased to attach special 
significance to them. The present week 
opens with several intima'ions, but all of 
them vague, that the end of the crisis is 
near at hand. But nowhere is there any 
report which appears to rest upon more 
than rumour or conjecture, or which comes 
directly from either the leaders of the 
strikers or the coal magnates. Senator 








Platt, of New York, however, has repeated 
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with emphasis his prognostication of last 
week, that the strike will “certainly 
terminate” at or about the 15th of Septem- 
ber, but declines to furnish any of the in- 
formation on which he bases his opinion. 
‘There is a disposition to give some con- 
sideration to it because of the fact that the 
New Yor< Senator hitherto has had the 
reputation of not talking at random. | But 
so far as any authentic facts pointing to an 
early conclusion of the strike are concerned, 
the public is as much in the dark as it has 
been at any time in the past four months. 

The Now York “Times,” with a vivid 
realisation of the gravity of the situation, 
does not mince its words in a long leading 
article, a part of which we reproduce as 
follows :— 

In the confusion of rumours relative ‘to 
negotiations for the ending of the coal 
strike, the only fact which seems to be 
entitled to much consideration is the pro- 

ition said to have been made by Mr. 

Morgan on behalf of the operators, that if 
Mr. Mitchell will call the strike off and the 
men return to work, such grievances as they 
may have will be ‘considered by the em- 
Ployers and righted If the interests of the 
usiness warrant it, We do not know that 
‘Mr. Morgart said this or anything like it to 
Gov. Stone, butit is understood to be the 
Jatest authoritative statement of the po- 
sition of the operators and the basis of 
the plan of settlement which the Gov- 
ernor will present to Mr. Mitchell. Its 
details are that the men shall return to 
work without conditions or agreements, 
and then present to the operators alist 
of the causes of dissatisfaction which 
they desire to have corrected. If an un- 
derstanding is not reached within a cor- 
tain number of days, recourse is to be had 
to arbitration, and if the results of such 
arbitration are unsatisfactory to the men, 
they cx go out on strike again.

The action of Germany in sinking the 
one vessel belonging to the piratical 
surgents in Haiti will suggest the pro- 

riety of a stricter attention to business 
By American naval representatives in those 
waters. A few days ago Commodore McCrae 
was praised by many American news- 
papers for h’s action with reference to this 
particular pirate, but it must be con- 
fessed that his performance was singu- 
larly Jenient and ineffective. The cor- 
respondence between him and the insur- 
gent admiral was ridiculous in most re- 
spects and far from satisfyiug in all. If 
weare to police the western hemisphere it 
is incumbent upon us to make a thorough 
jobofit. The disorders in Haiti have been 
treated as a joke long enough. No ques- 
tion as to the Monroe doctrine is involved 
in this case, but there is a question of 























national dignity and good neighbourhood 
which ought not to be ignored. 

‘The New York ‘ Times” thus comments 
on what it terms “The German Way” :— 

There is nothing that need disturb 
Americans in the act of the German gun- 
boat in Haitian waters. It was in effect 
the summary punishinent of piracy. The 
commander of the Créte--Pierrot had no 
authority recognised either by the Gov- 
ernment of Haiti or by any other Govern- 
ment for the seizire of the munitions of 
war from the German merchantman, He 
not even a belligerent. He had’ been 
warned by our Consul, speaking 
the name of Germany, as we'l as in 
that of other Powers, that his as: 
sumed blockade was illega!, could not be 
tolerated, and would in no wise protect 
him from punishment if he acted on it. 
He took his risks, and the consequences 
followed swiftly and sharply. It is pro- 
bable that the commander of the Machias, 
had he been present, would have contented 
himself with demanding and enforcing the 
surrender of the stolen goods. That would 
have been more in accordance with our 
manners, and would have answered all 
purposes. But it is not the German way, 
and with the German way there does not 
seem to be any reason to quarrel, or any 
one who wishes to quarrel, with the excep- 
tion of M. Firmin.

Just why the Haitian gunboat, Créte-i- 
Pierrot, was seized and sunk by’ the Ger- 
man gunboat Panther is not yet clear but 
apparently there is nothing in tho affair 
to indicate any deliberate intention on the 
art of Gormany to violate the Monroo 

etrine. Germany understands porfect- 
ly the feeling in the United States against 
any attempt at foreign invasion or colon- 
isation in the Western Hemisphere, es- 
pecially after President Roosevelt's re- 
cent explicit and emphatic utterances on 
tho subject. Haiti has been in a state of 
Fevolution for several months now, and 
as the destroyed vessel belonged to the 
insurrectionist forces tho action of the 
German Admiral in sonding it to Davy 
Jones's locker probably grew out of the 
chaotic conditions in that island. In the 
meantime the Administration at Washing- 
ton may be expected to keep a sharp eye 
on the German Admiral in taking caro 
that he does not go beyond the bounds 
of his international rights in his further 
dealings with tho Haitians or in obeying 
tho orders of his imperial master at Bor- 

in. 

Tho New York “Sun.” referring to tho 
relationship between England, France, 
and Siam, says: 

Now that the Chinese difficulties seem, 
for the time being at least, in the way of 
settlement, another cloud is rising in the 
Far East which may make a good d 
of trouble between France and Great Bri 
tain. Tho victim is the King of Siam. 
France was allowed to do as she pleased 
in Indo-China till she touched British 
territory and came into conflict with Bri- 
tish interests in Farther India. Diplo- 
macy was brought in to put an end to fric- 
tion, and its latest effort was the treaty 
of 1896, in which the interests of Great 
Britain and France were looked after 
rather than thoso of Siam. To tho west 
and south a “sphere of influenco” was 
left open to Great Britain, and to the cast 
a much wider “sphero” to France. Since 
then Franco has been trying to extend, 
not merely into what sho looks upon as 
her ‘'sphero of influence,” but into Siam- 
ese territory, as Siam asserts. The Bri- 
tish invasion has taken the quieter but 
Jnore effective form of increased commer. 
cial activity. Under ordinary circum: 
stances diplomatic measures, probably at 
the expense of Siam’s territory, would be 
the outcome, as will very likely be tha 
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‘caso now. The French jingo party, which 
hhas been trying to stir up feeling against 
England for some years past, with its ex- 
ploitation of the Fashoda incident and its 
fonduct during the Boer war, might force 
M. Deleassé and M. Doumergue to de- 
mands that England will not stand. The 
arty and the anti-British feeling is not 
jimited to the Nationalists alone. On the 
other hand, Lord Salisbury is no longer 
at the Foreign Office, and his successor 
may be unwilling to continue the laissez 
faire policy, now that the war in South 
Africa is over. 

We clip the following interesting ex- 
cerpt on “Russia in Manchuria” from the 
New York “Times” 

No experienced observer of Asiatic af 
fairs, when he read of the conclusion of 
the agreement between Russia and China 
jast April, had any notion that because 
Russia had made an agreement therefore 
she would carry it out. Her national re- 

utation for truth and veracity is very 
Gad, and she could without dificulty be 
impeached in any international tribunal. 
In fact, her main advantages in the di- 

lomacy of Asia, and, for that matter, of 
Burope, are, first, that she has no scru- 
ple, as Lord Salisbury once strongly in- 
timated in the House of Lords, about 
bribing individual Asiatics to betray their 
respective countries, and then that it does 
not embarrass her in the least to be caught 
breaking her word. According to the 
agreement in question, the evacuation of 
the southwest part of the Province of 
Mukden was to be the first instalment of 
the general clearance of Manchuria. Our 
advices now are thnt this evacnation, 
which was to have been completed next 
month, and which should therefore be 
nearly completed now, has not even be- 
On the contrary, both Russian 
n colonists are reported 
fo be entering Manchuria in large num- 
hors, and tho notification of the Russian 
‘Minister at Poking that the presence of 
foreigners in Manchuria is “objectionable” 
is a piece of high effrontery. It is con- 
strued at Washington to refer to the 
British officials in the Chinese Customs. 
Tf this be so, M. Lessar's cynical order to 
the Russian commanders in Manchuria 
amounts to a notification that Russia has 
not the slightest intention of evacuating 
Manchiiria, her solemn agreement to that 
effect to the contrary notwithstanding. 


The Chicago “Record-Herald” has 
somo interesting remarks anent the 
much-discussed question as to whether the 
Chinese are needed in the Philippines or 
not. It says:— 

When Governor Taft declared himself 
in favour of a partial removal of the re- 
strictions upon Chinese immigration into 
the Philippines an article had appeared 
in the London “Times” which gives the 
strongest support to his policy. It was 
written undoubtedly by a man well versed 
in Oriental affairs and having an intimate 
knowledge of the Chinese and Malay char- 
acters, and it is both generally interest- 
ing and specially pertinent to a problem 
that wo have to solve. The writer says 
that the Chinese is to be viewed from a 
variety of standpoints, according to the 
circumstances of the country into which 
his incursions are made, and after admit- 
ting that he is anathema maranatha in 
North America and Australia adds this 
for contrast: “In the British tropical 
colony of the Straits Settlements and in 
pe Federated Malay States on the neigh- 

ouring mainland he is the life blood of 
the entire community, essential alike to 
the Government, whose revenue is sup- 
plied by him; to the capitalists, whose 
mines and plantations are developed by 
his toil; and to the merchant, whom he 
Serves at onee as customer and middle- 
man.” According to this witness the in- 
dustrial success of the country has been 




















achieved by the Chinese after the hope- 
less failures of others, and nothing at all 
is to be expected from the indolent na- 
tives. On the other hand, the Dutch in 
Java, who have denied him such general 
liberty as he enjoys in the Straits Settle- 
ments, though admitting him to trade, 
do manage to get work out of the Javanese 
under compulsion. But it is urged that 
the somewhat arbitrary methods of the 
Dutch would not be tolerated by the 
‘Americans any more than they are by the 
English, and the writer urges that ass 

tion with the Spanish has made the Fili- 
pinos an even less promising subject than 
the Javanese or the people of the Malay 
Peninsula, and continues thus: “ Accord- 
ingly in considering the labour supply of 
the Philippines the Filipino must be ex- 
cluded from the calculation, and as the 
prosperity and development of such a 
country as America’s new possessions de- 
pend mainly upon an ample, cheap and 
steady stream of coolies, upon which 
capital can draw at need, the United 
States is in the unpleasant position of 
having to decide either to postpone in- 
definitely the material welfare of the is- 
lands or to smother prejudice and permit 
the inrush of the Chinese, to which so 
many theorists, more versed in home than 
in Asiatic problems, are fiercely opposed.” 
The “Times” correspondent is also thor- 
oughly convinced that American projects, 
educational and other, for making a new 
people out of the Filipinos are wildly 
visionary and destined to a complete fai- 
lure. 

There appears to be an mmusual mtmber 
of suicides in the United States at pre- 
sent, and some of the papers are com- 
menting on the fact. The Chicago 
“Chronicle,” for example, says: 

Grions thought is suggested by the 
fact that snicide is unusually prevalent. 
Each morning’s newspaper contains a list 
of people who have made away with them- 
selves. What can be the cause at work? 
Some of the suicides, it is true, kill them- 
selves because they can find no work— 
‘anomalous situation in an era of prosperi- 
ty—but most of them seem to be acted by 
feelings of anger or resentment or spite. 
Some of them kill other people and then 
kill themselves. There is an implication 
in this situation that the American people 
are deteriorating in moral fibre—that 
they are becoming morbid and unstable 
of character. But, granting this, we are 
still at sea as to the primary cause of the 
trouble. What is making the American 
people morbid and recklessly impulsive? 
‘Are we coming to that world-weary con- 
dition which once pervaded the society of 
France when whole dinner parties would 
tise from the table to go and drown them- 
selves in company?

In “Intimate China,” “4 Marriage in 
China,” “Out in China !.” and now in 
“The Land of the Blue Gown,” she has 
made the results of her reading, her travel- 
ling, and her questioning available in the 








pleasantest form; and any-ne who care- 
fully p-ruses these four volumes will know 

at deal more about the Central Emp:re 
than if he bad actually spent a couple of 
months in China, doing Peking and the 
Gorges as well as the Shanghai native 
city. As was the case with the author’s 
“Tntima’e China,” this book is a mixture 
of things new and old, much of it having 
been published before in different forms 
and places. The prologue explains the 
intention with which the ‘Land of the 
Blue Gown" is given to the world :— 


Why and how the Boxer movement arose 
in China is still a problem to many minds. 
As somy help to its solution Ehere attempt 
to picture in outline the condition of things 
betore the uprising of 1900, that Annus 
Funestus, and that especially in relation 
to us foreigners in China, just as in In- 
timate China” I tried to portray the Chineso 
People as far as possible apart from 
foreigners. Beginning with the decay of 
Peking, the staguation of Taku, I here 
seek ts reproduce in black and white the 
picturesqueness and the medieval usages, 
the drowsy dulness, then unexplained 
attacks on the part of the Chinese, the 
equally unexplained absence of all meqsures 
on the part of the British Government to 


































pesent thele reeurence; then again the 
iendliness of the pevple, the amiabili'y 
of the officials, indications of progress on 
all sides, till ov a sudden cane the thunder- 
clap of 1900, with here am there in. relief 
against the blackness of the following 
typhoon the sympathetic and self-saerificing 
Kindliness of here an official, there a 
peasant, here a trembling, ignorant woman, 
there an educated man. 

In truth this prologue is evidently an 
afterthought to necount for the collection 
into one volume of such heterogencous 
elements: if any reason for its publication 
were wanted, it is found sufticiently 
in the author's graphic and lively 
style, her complete acquaintance with her 
subject, and the beautiful protogeaphs, 
many of them by the best amateurs in 
China, with which the book is lavishly 
illustrated and which are admirably repro- 
ducel. But it must not be supposed that 
there is not a great deal of valuxble as well 
as interesting information in the book. 
The chapter headed “Che.p Mission- 
aries,” which contains great deal 
that is nob generally known about Pro- 
testant and Roman Catholic missions in the 
imetior, and the modes of life of the 
missionaries, will repay a careful perusal, 
Here is adescription of a Roman Catholic 
mission station in Szechuan : 

It was a week's journey before we came 
actoss the next Christian outpost, again 
Roman Catholic. There three priests, 
with a stately house outside ths town of

Here, though evident- 
ly desperately shy, the yitls—‘Tibelans— 
read really well, sing sweetly, aud answor- 
ed every question pur them in arithmetic. 
All indeed seemed specially well arranged 
but when we thought of three men, with a 
preparation of many years for their work 
as missionies, of the outlay upon their 
houses, of the excellent servants with 
whom we cam- in contact, the stately mule 
with its rich capatisons, and not yet, after 
many years, enough converisand enquirers 
to overfill that litte chapel, nor more than 
eight litle girs willing t0 reeeive an ox 
cellent free education, this struck us xs a 
very expensive mission, however abste- 
mious'y the Chinese-clad Fathers may 
live. Here it will be observed there was 
some society, and although there were no 
newspapers, that was simply the fault 
of the Chinese posts, not intended.

plain Captain Noble, who joined the 
| firm in 1860, has become Sir Andrew

One of the several excellent illus- 
trations accompanying the article shows 
jthe Japanese warship Yashima, which 
xas built at Elswick, passing through the 
High Level Bridge at Newcastle.

Marillier reminds us that “wireless 
telegraphy” is after all a by-issue, if an 
important one, and that experimental 
communications across spaces by means 
of the known leakage of electric currents 
through earth and through water, were 
made as long ago as 182 by Morse, the 
father of telegraphy. Sir William Preeco 
conducted ‘a long series of experiments 
later and succeeded in sending messages 
across a space of six miles, but tho 
system was so expensive and cumber- 
some that it made no progress till the 
discovery of the Hertzian rays opened 
up, among other possibilities, that which 
Marconi and others have turned to such 
practical account. This first article is, 
however, concerned with the researches 
made and the results achieved by Sir 
Oliver Lodge, who it is claimed parti- 
ally anticipated Hertz's discoveries and 
whose first. snecessful signalling results 
were published in 1889. His earlier at- 
tempts were made with circuits of in- 
sulated wire enclosures, embracing about 
400 square yards, distant two miles apart, 
and tho apparatus used with this was 
sufficient to give some surprising results. 
“He could not only intercept,” says tho 
last paragraph of the article, “ but effec 
tually deranged all the telephone mess- 
ages in the neighbourhood of Liverpool, 
and his working was occasionally per: 
ceived a hundred miles away. This, of 
course, was a disadvantage in a busy in- 
dustrial centre, and means had to bo 
taken to render the system innocuous. 
What these means are have not been dis: 
closed, but it is understood that Sir Oliver 
Lodge and Dr. Muirhead have been per- 
fecting the system, the essentials of which 
wero patented in 1897, and that magnetic 
induction may yet come forward as a 
rival to spark telegraphy in the competi- 
tion for long distence communications.”

‘The Boxer outbreak of 1900 was aimed 
and directed against every foreigner and 
everything foreign in gueral, and against 
Siefonaries. and Christianity. in China. 
‘What does it mean? Seeing that it is 
the intention of the Government to est- 
ablish colleges and high schools through- 
‘out the Empire in which none who are 
Protestant Christians can enter on ac- 
count of this religious test, intelligent 
Christian men will be ostracised and placed 
‘On a par with play-actors, barbers, and the 
Jowest class, who, it is well-known, in 
China are not allowed to compete for a 
literary degree. Up to the present time 
it has been missionaries and men trained 
by missionaries who, judging from the fact 
that the Chinese authorities have been 
glad to engage their services, have been 
acknowledged as the most suitable men 
to supply the professors of the Govern- 
ment Colleges already established in the 
Empire. These gentlemen are to be call- 
ed upon (by the Governor of Shantung at 
least) to lead in religious ceremonies of 
‘a nature, which, while they can tolerate 
and allow them in the case of non- 
Christians, to exercise themselves would 
be to deny their calling and destroy their] 
self-respect. Hence exit Dr. Hayes! 
‘and with Dr. Hayes, the hope of many in 
this province will depart.

Consul Fowler and the Native

On Saturday evening a very interesting 
presentation took place at the American 
Consulate which, in the case of those who 
consider the Chinese incapable of grati- 
tude, must have been the cause of not a 
little surprise. It seems that the native 
merchants here consider that Consul Fow- 
ler did them and Chefoo a great service 
when he opposed the landing of marines, 
which others thought necessary to pre- 
serve order at the very critical time: 
when a disturbance was imminent. 
They feel that by his strong opposition 
the situation was saved, and opportunity 
given to the proper authorities to prevent 
an outbreak, which happily they sueceed- 
ed in doing. These séntiments were 
embodied in an address, and further éx- 
pressed by the presentation of a very 
handsome embossed silver bow] and two 
silver flower vases. The bowl is said to 
be the finest of silver ever seen in Chefoo.

‘The wildest 
rumours con reachd here and 
speedily throw the city into a state of 
feverish excitement. By orders of the 
Prefect all the smull gates of the city 
have been closed, and every gate of the 
city is strongly guarded. The Usien held 
asspecial conference with the missionaries 











at Kokuei, one of the 
Roman Catholic Mission stations in the 
north of the povince. Loueliness and 
illness have s» injured the French priest 
in ch»rge that he has apparently gone out 
of his mind, and is most reckless in his 
behaviour, on one occasion going so far as 
to shoot at a runner who came to his place 
on official business. Fortunately the man 
was nothit.

Jubilee of Pope Leo XIII. 

On Sunday last, the Sth inst., the Roman 
Catholic community of Hongkong celebra- 
tol the Pontifical Jubilee of Pope Leo XIII, 
who is 92 years of age, and has been head 
of the Church of Rome for twenty-five years.

‘The ordinary revenus for 
1903 was estimated at $4,583,295, nnd the 
ordinary expenditure at $4,714,501, leaving 
a deficit of $131,206. Ti addition to this, 
the estimated expenditure upon extra: 
ordinary Public Works amounts to $931,100, 
whilo the estimated revenue from land 
sales ix $350,000, leaving a further deficit 
of $581,100. | The total deficit to be made 
good is therefore $712,306. He proposed, 
Subject to the sanction of the Secretary 
of Slate, to raise a loan on account of 
productive Public Works, the total cost 
of which has been estimated by the 
Director of Public Works at two and a- 
half million dollars, the expenditure to 
be spread over five or six years. To meet 
interest on loan, additional military

Shonin is the holy man who is most 
clo-ely connected with Nikko and with the 
Reed Bridye thereof, He lived in the eighth 
‘century and early devoted himself to the 
wrorship of the gods. After a novitiate of 
five years among Chinese priests, he re- 
turned to the mountain now called Kobu- 
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arhara, from the summit of which he 
sheld on the range to the north, four 
miraculous clouds of different colours rising 
straight up into the sky; and he at once 
started «ff to reach them, carryinz his holy 
books and images in a bundle on his hack, 
‘Finding that broad river barred his 
advance, he fell on his knees and prayed, 
whereupon a divine being of colossal size, 
dressed in blue and black robes and with a 
string ot skulls hung round his neck, 
appevred ty him and cried out that he 
would help him to pas the stream as he 
had once helped the Chinese pilgrim 
Hesiian Chang acro-s the River of Flowmg 
Sand. He thereupon flung across the river 
two green and blue snakes, which imme- 
diately formed themselv.s into a bridge 
over which Shddd Shdnin at once pro- 
cved-d. . 
The bridge—I mean of course the Mi- 
ashi which was recently swept away, not 
Shdad Shonin’s snake-bridge—was made 
of wood covered with red lacquer, and 
rested on sone piers said to he of great 
xolidity. Gates at each end kept it con- 
stuntly closed, for no one was allowed to

Some 26 persons have been miraculously 
saved, among them the Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Veerapoly, the co-adjutor 
Bishop of Quilon and his two secretaries, 
Capt. Foster of the Warwickshires, Lieut.

rifie storm, in pitch darkness (3.30 a.m.), 
must have been a terrible one. One of 
the victims seems to have been a jeweller’s 
assistant with nearly two lakhs of rupees’ 
worth of jewels for the Delhi Art Exhibi- 
tion. ‘The valley where this accident oc. 
curred is one which receives the greater 
part of the drainage from the Mysore 
table land, which finds a vent through 
only three’ passes in the hills and flows 
into the River Pennair situated on the 
other, north side of the railway. These 
streams, dry for the greater part of tho 
ear, are liable to receive sudden rushes 
of water in the rainy season, and aro al- 
ssays sources of anxiety to the railway 
authorities, since the whole of the flood 
water must pass under the railway in or- 
der to join the Pennair. ‘Thirty-two years 
ago a very similar accident happened on 
one of these rivers, which was in heavy 
flood. On that occasion only th engine 
and two front carriages were precipitated 
into the river, and threo passengers, the 
Rev. Mr. Seymour and his wife, together 
with a young native lawyer, and five rail- 
way employés, were killed. On the present 
occasion the loss of life has been nich 
heavier, and the absence of definite in- 
formation makes our anxiety all the 
greater. 


The Malarial Mosquito. 

A considerable amount of controversy 
is still going on regarding tho part played 
by the mosquito in tho spread of malaria. 
What the mere money cost of malaria to 
India is, may be gathered from tho fact 
that of our soldiers in India three out of 
seven suffer from an annual attack of 
malaria suficiently pronounced to be re- 
corded on tho medical books, whilst as 
regards the general population, cut of 
6,980,785 deaths in 1892 no less than 
4,921,583 wero ascribed to fever ; in 1897 
over 5 million deaths were due to tho 
same cause, and out of a total strength of 
178,197 men in the British army in India 
75,821 were treated in the hospitals for 
malaria. To what is malaria due? The 
Tropical Schools of Medicine of London 
and Liverpool insist upon it that the 
mosquito, and the anopheles species of 
that insect in particular, is the guilty 
party. Of these schools Dr. Patrick 
Mauson, so well and honourably Inown 
in China, was the founder, and Surgeon- 
Major Ross is the prophet. But con- 
clusive though the evidence may be that 
the mosquito imbibes with human blood 
a minute parasite which, after going 
through a transformation in the mos- 
quito's or host’s body, is again communi- 
cated to the next person bitten and so 
spreads the infection, still this mosquito 
cannot spread the disease without itself 
being infected by the parasite—gameto- 
cxte is the technical term; the question 
arises, what is the cause of the parasite? 
There is scarcely any malarial fever in 
England, but the anopheles exists in largo 
numbers and in two distint species—the 
‘A. bifureatus, and the A. maculpennis 
(claviger), and having only healthy per- 
sons to feed upon, it can bite one man after 
another without doing any harm. | There- 
fore the anopheles cannot be the only 
factor in the disease, although it may be 
a principal factor in the spread of it. A

tho present, however, the experiments 
aro all more or less tentative, and until 
we know what causes the parasite, it 
seems hopeless to expect that malaria will 
ever be thoroughly extirpated. 


The Delhi Durbar. 


has given the Viceroy the text for another 
of his interesting speeches, in which he 
meets some criticisms which have been 
passed. It has been urged by some cri 
that the probable cost of the Durbar 
amount to not less than half-a-million 
sterling, and that the Government is not 
warranted in incurring so heavy an ex- 
penditure for mere purposes of show and 
display. Lord Curzon’s reply is that the 
actual expense will in all probability not 
{be more than £50,000, and that as a mat- 
ter of fact the whole show is to be run 
‘on commercial principles. For instance, 
the electric plant to be used all forms por- 
tions of the plant which the Governnient 
intend to seb up in different, barracks for 
lighting and ventilation; the buildings 








which will be run up are not to 
bo afterwards pulled down and 
sold as Building — material, but 


they are all to be capable of being 


taken to pieces and will be some 
of them soli en bloc, and others will 
be re-erected for specific purposes. 


From the — enormots (concourse of 
people and of stores a very considerable 
increase in the coaching and traffic returns 
of the railways is expected, and tho re- 
sult of the art exhibition, it is hoped, 
will be a very considerable impetus to 
‘many of the hitherto neglected art manu- 
factures of the country. In fact, every 
item has been carefully thought out in 
Aotail, in order, as he said, to make it a 
commercial as’ well as a moral success. 
As regards the art exhibition, Dr. Watt 
has for the last few months been touring 
over the whole of India, collecting as 
many specimens of act manufactures as 
possible, and from all accounts the display 
is likely to be not only interesting in @ 
very high degree, but also a source of 
profit to the country generally. No 
Aoubt such an occasion to advertise many 
of the arts and manufactures which aro 
now in danger of being entirely lost, will 
seldom oceur again, and in this respect at 
‘all events the venture is in every way 
worthy of success. Lord Curzon took 
‘advantage of the opportunity to inform 
the world that the Imperial Government 
had decided to bear all the expenses of 
the Coronation guests and contingents 
from India. The principle, he adds, is 
right one, that on occasions like this each 
country should bear its own expenses. 
In my last, I told you of the very limited 
character of the hospitality which most 
of the guests would enjoy. ‘The other 
day I noticed a characteristic trait of 
what may be described as the commercial 
principle upon which tho Durbar is to be 
fun. ‘There will, of course, be quite a 
little army of officials in connection with 
the order, arrangement and supply of the 
camp. These officials are all to receive 
an allowance of Rs. 7 per diem, but will 
have to pay for their own messing at the 
rate of Rs. 10, so that the net profit to 
Government will be Rs. 3 per diem per 
man. ‘The larger the number of officials 
appointed at this rate, the greater the 
profit to Government. "There can, how- 
Brer, bo no doubt that the show will be a 
‘nique and splendid one, and I do not 
think that people will grumble at having 
to put their hands into their pockets for 
sack an occasion. The Duke of Con- 
naught will come to represent, the King- 
‘Emperor, and we are all curious to see 
Ghat will be his position in regard to the 
Viceroy, who, of course, will be the offi 
cial representative of the Crown. In a 
former lotter I told you that there was 
likely to be some heart-burning amongst 











some of the chiefs on account of the omis- 
sion of official visits. Another grievance 
is likely to occur in the omission of the 
usual salutes. To fire off the necessary 
salutes for all the princes who are likely 
to assemble would mean a constant can- 
nonade from morning till night on the 
days of arrival and departure. They are, 
therefore, to be all omitted, even for such 
highly placed individuals as Licutenant- 
Governors. But the Princes will not like 
it, for the salute is one of the few out- 
ward and visible sizns of royalty left, and 
they prize it very highly. 

The Opposition

LONDON.

Mr. Chamberlain and the Boers. 
Just a week ago to-day the Boer 
Generals had their interview with Mc. 
Chamberlain at the Colonial Ofice; and 
fivo days afterwards a_ “Parliamentary 
Paper” was issued containing a full short- 
hand note of the interview and the text 
of the correspondence which led up to it. 
Many people imagined that in accordance 


with precedent we should have to wait 
several weeks before learning what oc- 
curred at the interview ; but that is not 
‘Mr. Chamberlain's way of doing business. 
Some of the “Jingo” journals are loud 
in their indignation at the “impudence” 
of tho Boer requests; but it seems hard- 
ly worth getting into a state of excite- 
ment about. OF course the Boer 
Generals asked for a great deal more than 
they expected to get, they would not 
be Boers—they would’ indeed be hardly 
human—if ther had not done so. They 
wanted a general amnesty. They wanted 
the Government to recognise as ox- 
burghers of the two Republics those for- 
eigners who became burghers during the 
war in order to fight against us. ‘They 
wanted us to undertake all the pecuniary 
obligations of the Republics, including 
apparently, those for war materials used 
against us. But when Mr. Chamberlain 
told them plainly that compliance with 
theso requests was impossible and that 
the terms of peace could not be modified, 
they accepted the position frankly and 
directed their efforts to objects of a much 
more practical character. On the whole 
they behaved very reasonably, and there 
does not seem to be any ground for sup- 
posing that their heads have been turned 
by the hero-worship to which) they havo 
been treated in England sinco their ar- 
rival, and against which some over-sensi- 
tive patriots have protested so vigorously. 


The War Enquiry. 


_ At last the Royal Commission to 
inquire into the military preparations for 
tho war in South Africa, for which the 
Opposition were constantly clamouring 
while the war hls been in progress, has 
been appointed. The announcement of the 
names of the Commissioners has not been 
received with enthusiasm, but an ex- 
amination of their qualifications will 
make it difficult to see how a better selec- 
tion could have been made. As announced 
a month or more ago Lord Elgin is to be 
tho Chairman. By common consent he 
Was an excellent Viceroy of India. Lord 
Esher has been for many years the per- 
manent head of His Majesty's Office of 
Works and Public Buildings. As regards 
the Army and Navy, it would, of course, 
havo been impossible to appoint men 
who are still on the active list, and there- 
fore it would be difficult to select better 
men than Sir Henry Norman and Sir 
John Hopkins. Sir George Taubman 
Goldie is an expert in African adminstra- 
tion; Sir John Jackson probably has as 
great experience as any man living in the 
matter of Government contracts; and Sir 
John Edge, a distinguishel ex-Indian 
judge, will supply the legal knowledge. 

War Office Blundering. 

_Just, before the Royal Commission be- 
gins its sittings, a curious instance of 
blundering on the part of War Offic 
officials has come to light. Some two 
Years ago or moro the country was ring- 
ing with indignation against a certain 
firm of War Office contractors, Messrs. 
Underwood and Co., who were alleged to 
have supplied bad hay for the horses in 
South Africa. The firm was denounced 
by Ministers in the House of Commons, 
it was struck off the list of firms allowed 
to tender for Government costracts, and 
one of its members was actually removed 
by the Lord Chancellor from the Com- 
mission of the Peace. Thereupon oe 
Underwood petitioned for and obtained 

the Royal sanction to. take. proceedings 
against the Secretary for War; and the 
result’ has quite recently been made 
Imon. It takes the form of a letter to 
Underwood from the War Office en- 
500, with an intimation that 














“this disposes of all the allegations mado 
against you of having supplied bad. or 
defective hay.” It appears that after 
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the delivery of the hay, and before its 
inspection, it was allowed to lie for days 
in open water-logged barges, exposed to 
heavy rain. Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
nerman and others who were induced by 
what they supposed to be the “facts” 
officially laid before them to join in the 
attacks on these importunate contractors, 
will doubtless have something to say 
about it when Parliament meets. 


The British Association. 

This week the British Association has 
begun its. meetings at Belfast, where 
twenty-eight years ago, when they last 
met. there, Professor Tyndall delivered 
his famous’ address on ‘evolution which 
was regarded as a challenge from science 
to religion. Wo have advanced consider- 
ably since then and no one is any longer 
yogarded as a heretic because he favours 
the Darwinian theory. But great as has 
been the advance made by scientists in 





these twenty-eight years, it cannot. be | , 





said {It anything like a commensurate 
progress in scientific knowledge has been 
made by tho general public. Naturally 
Professot Dewar's address was largely 
devoted to his own great subject 
—tho liquefaction of gases and the 
approach to the “absolute zero” of tem- 
perature. But all this part of his lecture 
is Greek to most of us, though we know 
that air and hydrogen have been lique- 
fied, and we have heard of argon and he- 
lium, if not of neon and krspton and 
xenon.

‘The Mr. Balfour of the 
public form and reputation is ¢ sustantly 
Being found to be a very diferent person 
from the Mr, Balfour of reality, 


‘Women and the “Order of 
Merit.” 

Some few weeks since I alluded to a 
report which was being circulated to tho 
eflect that the King had under considera- 
tion the institution of a new order specia 
for women in commemoration of His Uorona- 
tion. Mr, H. W. Paol, who. writes on the 
Order of Merit (also ‘in this moath’s Pall 
Mall Magazine), says thero is no obvious 
reason why the order should be confined to 
members of one sex. But if it be invidious 
to suggest the names of men it is doubly 
invidious to suggest the names of women, 
‘There are lady novelists of every degree 
from whom, as from poets of the feminine 
gender, it ‘would be difficult to select. 
But there is one Englishwoman _ still 
living, though long withdrawn from 
public notice, who would be univer- 
sally recognised as entitled to any 
honour which the Crown could bestow. 
The conditions of the hospitals in South 
Africa at the beginning of the War recalled 
to everyone the name of Florence Night- 
ingale. She is not by any means the 
last survivor of the Crimoan War, but 
there is no one else, living or de 
played so conspicuous a part in alleviating 
the horrors of that disastrous campaign. 
No one will grudge Sir Henry Keppel the 
recognition of his services; but they are 
not greater nor more heroic than’ Miss 
Nightingale’s. 


A New Terror 

has this week been added to the London 
streets. We have heard much during the 
year of the perils of driving ina hansom, 
and “ Cabby” has long enjoyed a reputation 
for too great fondness for alcohol, but our 
latest culprit is a man “drunk whilst in 
charge of a motor.” Arthur Stone pro- 
vided a somewhat too exciting experience 
for several persons who chanced to be in 
Regent Street last Tuesday afternvon, 
First he charged a hansom, which he 
damaged considerably. Then he was at- 
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tracted by a milkman’s barrow which he 
overturned, thereby wasting four ga 

of milk. Next to cross his path was a 
piano tuner in charge of a truck which 
contained portions of a musical. instru- 
ment. This the motor-driver carried away 
with him for some fifty yards slong the 
street when a policeman appeared on the 
seene: the inevitable crowd collected and 
the culprit was taken in charge. At Marl- 
borough Street, Stone was fined 40/-, but 
this will represent but a small portion of 
his—or his master’s—expenses, as four 
gallons of milk cannot be spilt for nothing, 
and the cab and the piano people will like- 
wise have to be compensated.

If I Were King 


is the title of Mr. Alexander's new ven- 
ture. It is a romantic play by Justin 
H. McCarthy, and has been acted for more 
than a year in America with great success. 
The hero, Frangois Villon, ** Master of 
Arts, broker of ballads and some-times 
bibber and brawler” is, in his way, 
a fine character, and has been com- 
pared to ‘*Cyrauo de Bergerac,” with 
whom he certainly has much in com- 
mon. No one could imagine Mr. Alex- 
ander as Cyrano, and I must) say. that 
to me he was never Villon. The 
play is worked entirely round the four 
words “IfI were King,” which King Louis 
XI (most ably played by Mr. Charles 
Fulton) over-hears. “It is the lust line of 
each verse of a new ballad, which Louis 
hears the ne’er-do-well poet recite in an 
inn parlour where he is likewise discours- 
ing all too frecly of his love for a great 
lady, whose namo he mentions. Louis is 
in disguise, and as he hears the lines a 
e enters his head. For seven 
poet shall taste power. He will 
make him second only to himself, and 
then—for his unforgivable insult to the 
Iady—he shall die, unless during the week 
he can win her in marrivge. "OF course 
during the few days many things happen. 
Villon ‘oats rebellious Burgundy, saves 
th» King’s life, and in the end wins the 
lady. ‘tis a part Kyrlo Bellew would, a 
few years ago, have played to perfection : 
and if Mr. ‘Treo undertook tho character 
he would not fail in it, but it scoms to me 























gatirely unsuited to Mr. Alexander. 
As Lady Katherine, the Indy whom the poet 
dared to love—Miss Julie Opp was ex- 





cellent and looked most beautiful. Villon’s 
more humble sweetheart Huguette was 
equally well portrayed by Miss Suzanne 
Sheldon, an actress who appears to do all 
things well. Mr. Henry Ainsley, who I 
should think must rather miss 
being the beautiful Paolo, is now 
only’a_ gentleman of the King’s Court, 
but he is effective in the part and always 
in the picture. The mounting is of course 
superb. 

“Chance the Idol,” 

is the name given by Mr. Henry A. Jones 
to his new pieco produced this week at 
Wyndham’s. It is not of a high order, 
and notable only because it gives Miss 
Lena Ashwell a chance of distinguishing 
horself in her own particular line—as an 
emotional actress of the highest order. 
‘Tho plot is as old as it is unsavoury. A 
woman is betrayed by a villain whom she 
Joves though he is not worth thinking of 
at all. He escapes from her and goes to 
Monte Carlo. She follows him, and there 
finding him penniless, conceives the idea 
of making money by’ gambling in order 
that sho may induce him to marry her. 
Fortunately for her happiness her luck 
suddenly fails and she discovers the true 
nature of her idol, who again forsakes 
her. True love—in tho person of ono 
Cyril Reeves (Mr. H. F. Esmond)— 
triumphs in the end, and as the curtain des- 





cends one scents orange blossom in the dis- 
tance. It is always a matter for regret 
when an author of good reputation gives 
the world that which is not of his best, 
and such is certainly the ease in the pre- 
sent instance.

THE RESUSCITATION OF 
THE.TEA TRADE. 
‘To the Editor of the 
“Norra.Catsa Dany News.” 

‘Sim,—Some ten days ago you published 
an article commenting very favourably on 
1a suggestion made by Mr. Moss, of Foo- 
chow, ax to the advisability of attempting 
to infuse some life into the Tea-trade by, 
judicious advertising. 

T havo waited in the hopo that somo 
moro influential member of the trado than 
myself would take this matter up, but 60 
far no public notice has been taken of it, 
though I have elicited many tokens of 
assent from members of the trade. 

T should be glad if you will allow me to 
very bricfly state what to my thinking 
are the objections to the scheme as pro 
posed by Mr. Moss. . 
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Firstly, I would remark that the amount 
as suggested by him, $45,000, is totally in- 
adequate. 
econd'y, I would point out the great 
difficulty the collection would entail, 
presuming, as is most likely, that some 
anembers of the trade would not be wil- 
ling to pay their quota. 

Both these dificulties could be easily 
overcome if the Customs authorities 
would appropriate a portion of the present 
export duty to the above purpose. 

It must ‘be remembered that the pre- 
sent duty is supposed to represent 5 per 
cent of the value, and the calculation is 
based on a supposed average value of Tis. 
25 per picul. 

‘This average value is much too high. I 
am sure that if I said Tls. 20 I should bo | 
over rather than under the mark. { 

The duty at 5 per cent should net there- 
fore exceed one tael per picul instead of 
Tl, 1.25 and it is this extra TI. 0.25 which 
L would suggest should be appropriated for 
the purpose set forth by Mr. Moss. 

It is certainly quite as much to the in- 
icrests of the Chinese Government as to 
the merchants that some effort should be | 
made, or the trade in a few years will be | 
a thing of the past, : 

Would it not be advisable that the 
Chamber of Commerce should draw the 
attention of Sir Robert Hart to this |

He has sue- 
cersively captured Ling Hsio-shun and 
‘T-éng Hung-ch‘un, aliss Liu Lung, two of 
the principal Boxer chiefs who had very 
large followings and a number of other 
minor chiefs. ‘These two men he summari- 
ly beheaded and also punished the others 
according to their various degrees of guilt. 
Operations are being energetically made 
against other Boxer leaders still at large. 
We hereby grant the memorialist permis- 
on to select the most deserving of his 
officers and recommend them to us for 
reward in this matter. The said Viceroy 
also reports that finding that one of the 
two leading Boxer chiefs whom he behead- 
ed, namely, the aforenoted Ling Hsio- 
shun, was on former oceasion captured 
but ‘was allowed to escape after paying 
heavy bribes, he made due enquiries and dis 
covered that the officer commanding the 
‘Weiching battalion, Tan Ch‘ang-k'un, and 
his subordinates, Captain Péng Ming-li and 
First Lieutenant Mao Yi, were the men 
who were guilty of accepting the said bribes 
and allowing the said Boxer chief to eseap», 
and for this the memorialist immediately 
had the delinquents decapitated. With 
regard to the cashiered Taotai Chou Chéng- 
hsing, who commanded the brigade to 
which the above-named battalion belongs, 
even although he has been removed frum 
the said command, the fact i

The Crisis in Kuangsi.

NEW COMMERCIAL 
TREATY. 
A Protest Against Ratification. 


By Epwanp S. Lrrrtz, Shanghai. 
(Coneluded.) 





SECTION 9. 


Ten per cent excise on Chinese 
Manufactures—One wonders at tho 
Chineso agreeing to this section, but 
this I suppose is their own affair, 
and if they wish to tax their own 
products it is only on all fours with 
their export tax, and is a suicidal policy. 
One foresees some amount of discussion as 
to what is meant by the word “machinery” 
in paragraph four. A native loom for the 
making of cloth may be termed machinery, 
a Chinese boiler for the manufacture of 








soap may be termed machinery, a “kong” 
for the production of candles may also bo 
termed machinery, for candles, soap, 
cloth, and almost any other product may 
be said to bo of a “ foreign type,” which 
will open new fields of enterprise for the 
tax gatherer, and the effect may be to dis- 
courage the Chinese from works of 
provement and advancement. One is 
further led to ask how the prodnets of 
gas, electric and similar works will faro 
under this clause. 

Orger Maxuracrcres. — The fourth 
paragraph of this section states that ‘ the 
same principle and procedure are to be 
applied to all other products of foreign 
type turned out by machinery.” It is 
not clear whether this paragraph refers 
only to the levying of the 10 per cent 
excise on all such manufaetured goods or 














| ho 


whether all raw material or prepared 
material used in the manufacture of 
“products of foreign type” are to be im- 
ported free like raw cotton, and subject 


to the same treatment or not. Unless 
this is to apply, a very severe check will 
be suffered by other forms of manufacture. 
For instance, raw and prepared material 
is required in paper factories, to take only 
one of a long list of possible instances, 
which can be extended to cover the entire 
range of manufactures. According to the 

rovisions of this new Treaty unless the 

jaw is stated more explicitly in this sec- 
tion 9, the products required for the 
imanufacturo hero instanced will be sub- 
ject to a 123 per cent import tax, and 
when the finished goods have been turned 
out by foreign machinery a further excise 
of 10 per cent. will be levied on all the 
products of the mills, so that many of the 
constituents of these finished products will 
bo required to pay at least 22} per cent. 
This is a very important question and 
should not be left in abeyance or sub- 
jected to any manner of doubt. The para- 
graph as it at present stands is most 
loosely worded, especially when in the 
2ud paragraph of this section raw cotton 
alone is explicitly named. 

Tam informed that in Jaw the insertion. 
of a particular exemption excludes any 
xeneral application, that is to say the 
particular specification of the one ma- 
terial “ raw cotton” will necessarily bring 
all other raw and prepared materials 
used in manufacture under the working 
of the import tariff and they will there. 
fore be subject to 12! per cent. import 
tax. It is therefore certain that all such 
imports will pay 22) per cent and in ad- 
dition there is no guarantee they will es 
cape the levies of the Consumption Tax 

The total due 
thus reach between 30 and 40 per 
cent. The ruinous consequences of such 
@ measure are casy to foretell. 

“ Govensaxr” Works Exeser:—Tho 
fifth paragraph opens the way for Chineso 
mandarins who are “ the Government” in 
@ senso not understood at all in foreign 
lands, to open manufactories and compete 
with legitimate mercantile enterprises 
with the tremendous advantage of being 
freed from any burden of taxation. Gov- 
ernment officials will, therefore, bo ablo 
to open mines and factories and other 
“establishments,” and run them in the 
name of the Chinese “Government,” to 
tho detriment and loss of legitimate trade. 
There would be no hardship in subjecting 
even legitimate Government works to tax- 
ation; it would simply mean tho transfer 
of certain funds from one department to 
another, and until Government Depart- 
ments have been reduced to a proper basis, 
as in Britain and America, this paragraph 
should be amended. 


SECTION 10. 

Foreics Svureryision :—A very im- 
portant principle has been introduced in 
this section and a principle which con- 
tains the germ of better things. Sinco 
Sir James Mackay has gono so far along 
these lines why not tacklo tho entiro 
question of internal revenue boldly and 
place the samo under a foreign board of 
control. Sir James has- covered the 
whole ground of inland taxation and 
every form of merchandise. He has 
touched tho Customs, Imperial and 
Native, Likin, Loti-shui, opium, salt, 
consumption aud every other tax, no 
matter by what name called. He has 
suspended some, he has changed others, 
as instituted new ones. ¢ whole 
existing system has been turned topsy- 
turvey by this Treaty. It is, therefore, 
evident ‘that Sir James docs ‘not shrink 
from tackling the problem. From the 
wording of the Scction it would appear 
that Sir James has no adequate idea of 
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ited without permi: 


the immensity of the issues at stake. 
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It is provided that “A member or mem- 
bers of the Imperial Maritime Customs 
foreign staff shall be selected” and 
“these officers shall exercise an efficient 
supervision of the working of the depart- 
ments” which have charge of the “na- 
tive Customs affairs, consumption tax, 
salt and native opium taxes.” 

It is evident at a glance that a “mem- 
ber or members” are wholly inadequate 
to the task of supervising these multi- 
farious offices within the bounds of a 
great provinec, each ono larger in size and 
population than many modern nations, so 
that under the circumstances “an effici- 
ent supervision” is quite out of the que: 
tion, ‘The provision is a reductio ad ab- 
surdum, a physical impossibility. The 
officer is to be selected by the High 
Chinese Authorities and would soon be 
shifted if his supervision became objec- 
tionable. 

It would be far better to simplify these 
multiform taxes to some common stand- 
ard and place the same under a board of 
inland revenue, officered by foreigners. 
There need then bo only one Customs for 
the Empire. This would hare charge of 
the Maritime Customs, as at present, and 
of tho native Custom’ Houses and of all 
taxes on native goods. Under the pro- 
sent’ Treaty a native Custom House is 
put down by the side of « foreign Custom 
House and two complete equipments and 
staffs are required, whereas the present 
one, enlarged to meet the circumstances, 
could do tho work more efficiently and at 
much less cost. 

Nativo boats could bo required to pass 
the Imperial Maritime Customs just as 
well as they can be required to pass a 
native Custom Houso under foreign con- 
trol. One Customs charge might be 
lovied on all native produce which would 
then bo freo to circulate throughout the 
Empire. The machinery in tho shape of 
native Custom Houses and Likin, is al- 
ready in existence for the carrying out of 
such a scheme and a plan of working 
might be devised which would bo satis- 
factory to foreigners and Chinese alike, 
and which would afford protection to for- 
eign and Chinese merchants equally and 
which would bring increased returns to 
the Imperial and provincial exchequers. 

SECTION 12. 

New Ponts :—Tho clauses which for- 
bid any foreign control whatever will 
probably make this scotion quite ineffec- 
tive. If there aro no Municipal or police 
regulations and the whole Government 
is in Chinese hands it will be extremely 
difficult if not impossible to carry out the 
provision of paragraph five, section 8, in 
which it is stated, ‘the consumption tax 
is not to bo levied within foreign Conces- 
sions or Settlements.” For other reasons, 
too, the places will be undesirable as 
centres of foreign population and for 
western residence. 

SECTION 14. 

‘Tue TREATY MADE DEPENDENT ON OTHER 
Powers :—This is an undignified tone to 
assume, since it puts it in the power of 
any fifth-rate nation to cancel the entire 
Treaty. It also puts into the hands of 
theso powers a strong lever with which to 
movo China to the granting of any terms 
they may desire. “An instance is even 
now reported := which it is stated that 
Portugal says to China in effect, “If you 
do no give us what we require we will 
withhold our sanction to the British 
Treaty,” and the Treaty will either fall to 
the ground, or China, if she is supremely 
anxious it shall ‘come into force, 
will bo coerced into granting the demands 
of Portugal. All other Treaty Powers 
aro in the same position and are furnish- 
ed by Britain with this powerful weapon. 

SECTION 15. i 

Coxsext oF THE Powers:—Supposing 

by the Ist of January, 1904, some Power 





or Powers have failed to “signify their 
acceptance of these engagements,” what 
is to become of our position? Are we to 
be left where we are at present? Surely 
some alternative should be provided by 
which the position of our goods as far as 
their inland circulation, is concerned 
should be clearly stated and defined. ‘This 
can be done by restating in definite terms 
the provision of the Tientsin Treaty, by 
which British goods are imported into 
the Treaty Ports for 5 per cent import 
duty and are free to circulate within 
such Likin free area, which area should 
also be clearly defined, and are then free 
to pass to any part of the Chinese Em- 
pire upon the payment of a further 23 
per cent without being subject to Likin, 
Loti or any other chargo or tax of any 
description. 
RESUME. 

It is evident from a full consideration 
of this eighth Article, which is, of course, 
by far the most important of the entiro 
‘Treaty, that the Article as it at present 
stands, puts both foreigners and Chineso | 
in a ‘less advantageous position than | 
they aro at present under existing | 
Treaties. Every effort should be made on 
the part of British merchants in China 





to prevent tho ratification of this Treaty | 


and to insist upon its modification. 1 
have gono into detail in my review of 
the paragraphs of the Article and have 
shown tlio objections to them as I see 
them. [have also suggested what seemed 
to mo to be improvements. 

I would suggest that the subject be 
considered in duo time by the China 
Association, the Chamber of Commerce 
‘and other public bodies interested and 
that representations be made to the For- 
eign Otfice with a view to the improve- | 
ment of this Article. If it is allowed to) 
be ratified in its present form and comes | 
into force we shall rue the day of its 
signature for many long years to come. | 

‘Many express the hope, and ‘ely upon | 
it, that other nations will refuse to be. 
led into such a trap, but it is a most 
undignified position for a Britisher to 





occupy, namely to have to depend upon | j 


other nations for that which he has a 
right to expect at the hands of his own 
Government. It behoves every Britisher 
interested in the commorce of this coun- 
try, and indeed every Britisher of every 
kind who lives in or has any interest, in 
this country, to do his part to bring 
about the non-ratification of the Treaty 
as it now appears and to securo a re- 
modelling of the Treaty as it at present 
stands. 

‘Advocates of the new Treaty sco a 
great difference between the present and 
preceding treaties inasmuch as tho 
previous treaties, so they affirm, have all 
been forced upon China, while in the pre- 
sent instance she has entered into the 
Treaty voluntarily and of her own accord, 
and will, therefore, keep its provisions. 
‘A very hasty survey of the circumstances 
will prove that the hope based upon this 
foundation is foredoomed to disappoint- 
ment. a 

During the progress of the negotiations 
there were more troops of more nations 
upon the soil and within the territorial 
waters of the Chinese Empire than during 
the negotiations of any previous treaty. 
These troops were in practical occupation 
of the Capital and of the two strategic 
Ports (Shanghai and Tientsin) of the Em- 
pire and effectually held China by the 
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her previous treaties, for there is no 
tangible evidence that she has changed her 
views or tactics, and we may only expect 
the fulfilment of its provisions as n result 
of constant vigilance and the exercise of 
more or less permanent pressure: in this 
kind of work the Chinese Government 
will wear out any British and win all 
along the line, as history abundantly 
proves. 

As a conereto instance of the present 
attitude of the Chinese Government and 
of its probablo sincerity in its endeavours 
to honestly carry out the Treaty we may 
instance ‘the Whangpoo Conservancy 
scheme. It is now more than a year since 
the Chineso Government solemaly affixed 
its seals to the Peace Protocol and to the 
particular clauses of the same which pro- 
vido for the conservancy of the Whang- 
poo. Since that time endless negoti: 
tions have taken place without, apparent- 
ly, any tangible results whatever. Tho 
Chinese Government have shown no sign 
at all of willingness to meet the foreign- 
rs, OF to carry out their engagements, 
and, as far as the public are aware, 
have not oven yet appointed their mem- 
ber of the Board of Conservancy. Not 














‘until further pressure is brought to bear 


and the Chinese compelled to yield may 
wo expect this engagement to be carried 
through. Judging from previous treaties 
and from the present condition of this 
affair at the very moment of writing wo 
have little encouragement to expect any 
better treatment at the hands of the 
Chinese Gorernment than wo have ex- 
perienced in the past and are even now 
experiencing.

«When in December, 1832, the Egyptian 
amy under Trabim, victorious at Beilan 
and Konieh seemed to threaten Con- 
stantinople, Turk-y appealed to the Euro- 
pean Powers, Russia was the first to reply 
by senting her #eet to the Bosy-horu:

‘Tho blessings of Protection are amusing- 
ly illustrated by the course of the new 
German Tariff Bill. After one hundred 
and one sittings, it has yob through the | 
Committee staye, and has emerge}, as cur | 
readers will have gathered from the special 
reports we have published, xs a measure 
of extreme Protection for the Agrarians. 
German Protectionists do not all think | 
alike, ‘The majority of the Reichstag are | 
Protectionists, but there are the greatest 
differences in'the world amongst them as | 
to what should be protected. ‘The In- | 
dustrials take manufactures under their 
wing and would like to see food come in 
free, while the Agrarians continually claim 
for ‘high duties on agricultural produce. 
There will now be a battle royal in the 
Reichstag over the Bill, and it remains to 
bo seen if the Government will give way 
to the strony Agrarian party. If they do 
they will reduce the wages of German 
artisans by increasing the price of their 
food, xnd so hurt the German manu- 
facturers, Tf they do nob; well, the Agrar- 
inns ure strong at the ballot-boxes. And 
be it observed, this new German Protective 
‘Tarif! has not brought satisfaction to the 
country. Germany is in the throes of 
trade depression, in a degree compare! 
with which our present position is prusper- 
ity itself. Yet there wre those us 
who try to make themselves believe th; 
‘a pior imitation of the German tariff 
our part would increase our prosperit 
We are weathering bad times better thin 
the Germans because with us there lias 
been no attempt to direct. trade into chan- 
nels to which it is unsuited.

We mentioned some time ago that the 
South Eastern and Chatham railway had 
ordered a turbine steamer for their cross. 
Channel traflic. The following details of 
her construction are from the latest issue of 
the “ Overland Mail” :— 

The length of the vessel will be 300 feet 
and she will have a beam of 49 feet, which 
is tive feet tosix fot wider than any present 
cross-Channel steamer. This will give a 
magnificent deck space and wld to. the 
vessel's stability at sea, preventing rolling 
and reducing the inconveni-nce of paseng- 
ers toa minimum, ‘The ship will be provi- 
ded with every up-to-date convenience, and 
will be entirely different. from the present 
type of mail-packet. The upp*r or pro- 
menale dec’: is to have an overhead shelter, 
so that when passongers step on board they 
can be protected ia rough weather without 
going below. ‘The new steamer will be pro- 
vided with extensive cabin accommodation, 
cabins being placed right down the ship's 
spacions deck. The turbine machinery 
will occupy such a small space compared 
with the present heavy engines and machia- 
ery, that a vast amount of additional space 
will in this way be obtained. As to speed, 
it is calculated that. the cross-Channel pass- 
age will be covered by the steamer in 45 
minutes at the outside, and ly, uvder 
favourable conditions, in less time. Her 
engines will be capable of producing a 
apeed of about 25 knots an hour. All vibra- 
tion will be avoided. 


Ustixer the majority of blue books the 
annual report on the administration of the 
Excise Department in Burma contains 
rome really racy reviing.

From the annual repart on police ad- 
ministration in Burma during 1901 we 
learn that ‘the police had, on the whole, 
to deal with a smaller body of crime than in 
1900, and were less successful in deuling 
h' it. Cartle-theft and serious hure 
sesc-ntinued t» constitute the bulk of 
portant crime in Lower Burma, ‘The 
conduct of the force, both Civil and Mili- 
tary Police, was yood. Much-needed_ im- 
provements in the pay and grading of As- 
sistant Superintendents of Police received 
the sanction of the Government of India 
during the year. ‘The total cost of the dis- 
trict executive force exceeded thy cost in 
the previous yew by Rs. 90,000. The 
constitution of the force remained pra 
tically the same as in 1990. ‘The percent 
age of illiterate men to the actual strength 
was 15.13, which is lower than in the pre- 
vious year” ‘The working of the military 
police is also described xs ‘on the whole, 
satisfactory.” Attention is, however, 
drawn to the serious amount of illness 
among the force. “In the Chindwin bat- 
talion the percentage of arlmissions to 
hospital was 367.90 while in the Bhamo, 
Shewebo and Ruby mines battalions it was 
over 140. This unsatisfactory state of 
things is attributed to various causes, such 
as lack of warm clothing, unsuitable ac- 
commodation, and the undermanning of 
certain battalions, which renders it ditticult 
to relieve men at unhealthy outposts st 
proper intervals” ‘The report records 
certain steps already taken and makes 
suggestions for others with a view to

There wis a lamentable 
lack of cvhesion, of organisation, of respon- 
ibility. corporate and individual, More- 
the hest interests of Russian industri

Frox tho annual report of the Director | 
of Public Works in British North Bornoo 
we extract the following paragrap', deal- 
ing with the scarcity of labour, which is | 
the great drawback to thy progress of that 
territory 

On my arrival in Sandakan I was 
accompanied by somo 25 labourers of 
Indian nationality, ame them being 
‘a mandor of consideralle experience, who | 
has been of -the greatest use to mo in 
recruiting men. I also !rought with mea 
Sikh named Sawah Singh, who I sul.se- 
quently sent to India to recruit Punjabi 
workmen. The labour in Borneo, with 
the important exception of indentured 
Chinese coolies, most vf whom are employed 
on the Tobacco Estates, is the worst I 
havo ever had to doal with, and is at 
resent quite useless for purposes of Public 
Works, except as a makeshift. The 
natives on the West Coast will work a 
little, but regular working hours aro 
abhorrent to them, and one’s work suffers 
in consequence by employing them. I 
hope to see a considerable influx of Indian 
labour for my department during tho 
current year. Ouly in this way can one 
hope to wood show progress in a country 
of this class, which contains no working 
population from an engineer's point of 
view. The lamentable lack of native 
contractors in Bornoo is a serious ono, and I | 
fam aftaid wo will have to fill up the gaps 
with a large departmental labour force, but 
to organise such a force will take a ‘cou- 
siderable timo, and progress will possibly 
bo disappointing.

M. Haimoviteh, the plaintiff, sworn, 
stated that the defendant came to his 
store on tho 2ith of April, 1902, and se- 
lected a Broadwood piano for hire at the 
rato of $6 per month. Witness was not 
present at the timo; his wife was in 
chargo of the store. ‘The defendant said 
that he would send some-one round to 
fotch the piano. ‘The next day a lady, 
Mrs, Newton, camo in and said that Mr. 
Brower had chosen a piano the day before 
and would like it sent round to No. 130, 
North Szechuen Road. She signed the 
contract for hire, “Brewer, caro.of Mrs. 
Newton,” and paid the first instalment. 
After that witness could never find either 
Brewer or M Newton, although for 
threo months he was making enqu'ries. 
Afterwards he heard thnt the piano was 
in Soochow. When at last he met tho 
‘defendant he applied for the money. 
The latter said that he would write to the 
Chineso who had the piano and that they 
would pay the hire. Witness did uot 
Imow how the piano got to Soochow ; it 
ought not to havo been moved without 
his consent. : 

‘The defendant, sworn, said that he 
and 9 man named Newton were engaged 
to work a cinematograph show for some 
Chinese. ‘They gave a performance at a 
theatre in Foochow Road. Witness 
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went to the plaintiffs store and hired a 
piano for $6 per month. The piano w: 
hired for the Chinese who were emplo 
ing witness. Witness told Mrs. Hai- 
moritch that the piano was for Chinese.

a balance due to plaintiffs of $2,462.21. 
Repeated application had been made 
to defendant to pay this sum, but 
he had not done so. The first answer of 
the defendant to this petition was a plea 
to the jurisdiction of the Court, on the 
ground that the Court had no jurisdiction 
to go into an alleged breach of contract 
in the Empire of Russia. Dismissal of 
the action with costs was prayed. That 
answer read almost like a joke.

| alent of Rs. 220 or $260, making the total 
‘claim $2,146.21. To this the amended 
| answer of the defendant was that he ad- 
mitted all the items except the fourth 
in the first 12 pages of particulars. He 
denied the claim for Rs. 260, which had 
been withdrawn, stating that he had ex- 
pended such sum on behalf of the plain- 
tiffs. Ho also put forward a counter- 
claim and alleged that plaintiffs were in- 
|debted to him in the sum of $3,117.66, 
and also in the sum of 10 per cent’ of the 
profits of their business in Shanghai. 
‘Tho $3,117.66 was made up partly of a 
claim for salary, partly for monies said 
to bo expended’ by defendant at plain- 
tiff’s request on household furniture, 
| partly for monies said to bo owing to de- 
fendant by plaintifls through’ their 
manager, Ranger, evidenced by a certain 
order by R. Lyons to the said Rane-r 
directing him to pay defendant cer.ain 
sums of mony. The 10 per cent 
interest in the profits of the 
business represented a sum which had 
not been ascertained because defendant 
had not had access to the books. ‘The 
particulars of these several sums, exclu- 
sive of the 10 per cent, had been added 
up to come to 83,117.66, but {with de- 
fendant's own figures the ‘total should be 
$2,617.66. Probably this was a clerical 
error merely. ‘The 10 per cent share in 
the profits was claimed from January to 
June 1902. This raised the question of 
whether a new agreement had been made 
between plaintiff aud defendant. In order 
to shorten and simplify the proceedi 
ho (Mr. White Cooper) suggested for His 
Honour's consideration that the point of 
whether or not there had been a new legal 
agreement should be first settled. If that 
were done it would eliminate a great deal 
of matter, which would only take up time 
and attention to no purpose. 

His Honour said he did not seo his way 
clear to discriminate at this stage. Sinco 
the question of the new contract had been 
brought up it would have to be dealt with 
to the satisfaction of the Court. It would 
arise when, on the counter-claim. plaintift 
and defendant practically changed places. 

Mr. White Cooper, continuing his argu- 
ment, said that defendant by his latest 
answer, claimed that instead of money 
being due from him to tho plaintiffs, it 
was the other way round, and money was 
due to him. 

His Honour remarked that the differ- 
ence originally claimed was $1,231.38, 
Instead of that owing to the miscalcula- 
tion referred to it would now be §731.- 
38. 

‘Mr. White Cooper, continuing, said the 
first point was the question of the claim 
and the second the question of any set-off. 
Defendant claimed $1,000 salary, and tho 
question then was whether or not there 
was anything owing from him which had 
more than absorbed that salary and whe- 
ther the items included in defendant's 
answer had anything to do with the caso, 
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‘or were of a purely personal character 
between Ranger and Comstock. Mr. 
Ranger had many transactions with Com- 
stock in a private capacity, but theso had 
nothing to do with ‘Andrews and George. 

Mr. White Cooper was proposing to deal 
with the law of the case, when Mr. Curtis 
interposed. As he understood the practice, 
defendants couns:! had a sight to make 
his statement of the facts he intended to 
prove before counsel for plaintiffs argued 
the legal question. 

His Honour remarked that that was the 
custom in the U. S., but as there were 
many British altyrneys prac ising in the 
Consular Cour: he did not like t» hamper 
them by interfering except in a material 
point. 

‘Mr, White-Co por then quot~d from 
Broom’s Legal Manual in support of his 
contention that a written agreement could 
not he overridden by any verbal »rrange- 
ment. He wou'd prove Inver that the 
original agreement had never been varied. 
As to the second question of the $1,000 
salary ie would bring evidence to show 
that that $1,090 was what was known as a 
“book credit,” that was to say that as 
each month came round defentant was 
credited with lus salary, but it would he 
shown that he had drawn from his firm 
movies in anticipation of his salary, so that 
inslead of money being due to him, it was 
entirely the ether way. ‘The plaintiffs had 
not thousht lit to press for payment of 
that balance, bu: wie figures would be 
shown in the actual document, ‘The lst 
point concerned the money said to be dus 
from J. H. Ranger and the money said to 
ba advanced tirough Ranger, sone of 
which appeared to be for household ex- 
ponses. ‘These suns it would be shown 
Were vot due from plaintiffs to defendant. 

Before calling his evidence Mr. White- 
Co per said he wished to meke one fur- her 
remark. It was possible that his learned 
friend, the counsel for defendant, und 
instructions, no doubt from his client, would 
endeavour to strengthen his cae by at- 
tempting to camage the reputation of 
praintifls and their manager. ense whieh 
Tequired to be supported by ferlings of 
that kind was one the Court would know 
how to estimate. 

Mr. Curtis asked to make an opening 
statement of facts on behalf of the de 
fendant, but His Honour ruled agains’ this. 

Mr, Jolin Henry Ranger was the sworn. 
He described himself as an American citizen 
and manager at Shanghsi fur Messrs 
Andrews and George, merchants aud com 
inission agents of Shanghai and Yekoham 
He recognised the agreement producet as 
that made on Ist September between h's 
firm and defendant. 

Mr. Curtis raised several objections t 
Mr. White-Cooper’s opening examination 
and maintained that the questions were 
lending. 

After several interruptions His Honour 
pointed out that the points 5» far raised 
were very immaterial ; otherwise he would 
have asked for the questions t» be put in 
different form. 

Replying to further ques'iovs, witness 
sail he engaged defendant on Ist Sep- 
tember, 1901, on the termsof the agreément. 
‘The salacy was afterwards inereaced on 
Sst December. The incrasse was by 
‘Dis. 50 a month retrospe.tive from the 
first engagement and thereafter the salary 
was to be Tis. 200 a month. Wi ness 
could produce the ledger accounts showing 
that the amount of salary named was 
written off from time to time. Ir was 
credited to Cefendint monthly. Three 
accounts were kept with defendant, a 
merchandise account, a losn_ account and 
asalary account. Witness did not keep 
these books himself. 

His Honour thereupon declared that 
everything was struck out of the evidence 
after the statement in regard to the 
increase of salary.

Ranger went to 
Port Arthur in February to arrange, but 
missed von Fischerz who was on his way 
to Shanghai at the time. Mr. Ranger 
returned and the negotiations were con- 
tinued. About the 8th of March he 
(defendant) was sent to Port Arthur to 
arrange, if possible, for the purchase, 
and his instructions were to deal directly 
with Mr. von Fischerz’s principals. He 
went up to Manchuria, saw the cargo 
which included lead and iron besides the 
copper and brass and received an option 
on the whole. Finally on the 3lst of 
March he entered into a contract for the 
purchase. He prepared the contract in 
English. The vendor unfortunately was 
not acquainted with English and Mr. yon 
Fischerz accordingly translated it into 
German. Both versions of the contract 
were signed, the parties signing the parts 
which they’ did not understand in good 
faith. Unfortunately it turned out that 
there were material differences in the two 
versions and it was these which gave rise 
to tho litigation. 

Mr. White-Cooper—How was the price 
arrived at for the purchase? 

Defendant—It was fixed up in a series 
of interviews of which we had about three 
a day for three weeks. 

Did you consult the firm at Shanghai 
before you closed?—The contract was 
mado provisionally. ‘There was a clause 
by which it was not to be effective till 
bargain money had been paid. I believe, 
however, that the contract was eventual- 
ly ratified. Witness had nothing to do 
with the subsequent sale to a Chinese. 
It was not closed till after I had left 
Port Arthur. 

In regard to the houschold expenses 
witness said he did not suggest that he 
could not have lived elsewhere if he found 
sharing with Ranger too expensive. The 
arrangement that each of them should 
hhave $1,000 for purposes. of entertaining 
customers was made in December or 
January. One of the principals had sug- 

ested that it was not fair that expense 
should fall on them. The entertainment, 
in so far that it brought customers and 
so more commissions, might tend to 
defendant’s own benefit. Witness paid no 
household expenses after the Ist of 
March, but he was not in Shanghai for 














a fortnight in the aggregate between 
then and July, when he finally left the 
quarters. 


‘The Court adjourned at the conclusion 
of defendant's evidence. 


On resuming, 

J. H. Burniston, called by Mr. Curtis, 
said, in the courso of examination, that 
he only knew from hearsay the general 
reputation of Mr. Ranger in Shanghai 
for truth, honesty and’ integrity. He 
might have heard four or five, or more 
people speak of this reputation. Because 
of his previous connection with tho firm 
he had been refused employment. He 
would not care to say what the reputa- 
tion of 2 man was from what he had 
heard. The reputation of Mr. Ranger 
was not a good one. 

Cross-examined—He did not know whe- 
thor he could name the persons who spoke 
of the reputation of Mr. Ranger. 

‘Mr. White-Cooper asked for the names 
of some of these persons, and his Honour 
said the witness need not give them. 

‘Witness did not know from his own per- 
sonal knowledge that Mr. Ranger could 
not be relied on, only from what he had 
heard. 

‘There were no more witnesses. 

Mr. Ranger made a statement to the 
Court as to the purchase of the brass and 
copper which was sold to the Chinaman.

ignorant. As the case now stands the 
plaintiffs do not propose to dispute the 
counterclaim of the defendant, except in 
so far as the defendant has himself ad- 
mitted that the items in question are 
owing by Mr. Ranger and not by the 
plaintiffs. ‘The plaintiffs are willing to 
admit, whether it is legally due or not 
does not matter, and are prepared to pay 
$1,000 claimed for salary.

Cauchois with committing an aggravated 
assault on him at the Racecourse on ths 
28th of September, 1902, and Mons. 
Saunier, with sending, on the 28th of 
September, a letter to Mons. Grosjean 
containing threats of personal violenc 

Mr. F. Ellis appeared for the complain: 
ant, and Mr. Cabrol for the defendant. 

Mr. Francis Ellis, for complainant, 
opened the cas as’ follows:—T appear 
for Mons. Grosjean, who is tho complain- 
ant in this case. These proceedings, which 
| are of a criminal nature, have been in- 
| stituted by Mons. Grosjean to make good 

two charges which were laid by him 
against the defendants in this Consulate 
| on the 29th September (Monday). ‘Tho 
one is that of an assault against a person 
named Cauchois. The other is that of 
sending a letter containing threats of 
violence against tho person of Monsieur 
Grosjean, and which letter was written 
by a person named Saunier, 

Before I stated to the Court the facts 
of this caso and refer to the evidence 
which I propose to offer in support of 
those facts, I would respectfully call your 
ints. Although 
in some cases a charge of assault, and that 
of sending a threatening letter, may not 
amount to anything very serious, yet I 
submit that when the Court has heard 
the evidenco in this case, you will have 
to say that these charges aro of a serious 
character, and must be dealt with accord- 
ingly. I'say on behalf of my client that 
these charges have assumed a serious char- 
acter, because, firstly, the offences com- 
plained of were committed after premedi- 
tation; secondly, there was no justifica- 
tion; and thirdly, on account of the posi- 
tion Mons. Grosjean occupies in this city, 
his social and

Evidence of Charles Homberg, ‘Ac- 
countant and Cashier in the Banque 
de 1'Indo-Chine.—Had been there seven 
months. Knew Madame Saunier. 
Went to Kuling in the summer 
with Mons. Kahn. Was there eight 
days. While there saw Madame 
Saunier and Mons. Bouchard occupying a 
bungalow. Mons. Saunier was not there. 
Went to the Cercle Francais on t 
evening of the 25th. When there heard 
a carriage drive up. Went to the veran- 
dah; saw it was Madame Saunier accom- 
panied by Mons. Bouchard. Saw she was 
very excited. Saw her go up to Mons. 
Grosjean, who was sitting at 2 table. 
Saw her slap Mons. Grosjean. Mons. 
Grosjean’s pince-nez fell on the ground. 
Mons. Grosjean bent over to pick up his 
glasses. Saw then Madame Saunier make | 
another attempt to slap Mons.

‘Monsieur Faga, called and sworn, said— 
On the 25th of September Mons. Grosjean ; 
spoke to me at the Cercle Frangais about 
‘tho scene which had taken place shortly 
before with Madame Saunier. Ho re- | 
quested me_to act as one of his repre- | 
sentatives—Monsieur Hoffman being the , 
other—with a view of obtaining a written 
apology from Mons. Saunier for the con- | 
duct of his wife. Monsieur Hoffman and 
I discussed the matter and came to the | 
conclusion that there was no occasion for 

+; spy duel, all that was-necessary being an | 
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apology from Mons. Saunier. We (Hoff- 
man and myself) had an interview with 
the representatives of . Saunier, | 
Messieurs Stubz and Rebiére de Labezies, | 
who flatly refused to sign the written 

apology which we submitted to them. As | 
we were leaving Mons. Rebiére de [ab- | 
ezies told us to inform Mons. Grosjean 

that Mons. Saunier would assault Mons. 

Grosjean publicly in order to force him 

to fight a duel. I recollect the 28th of 

September. I was on “he verandah of 

the Race Club when I saw Mons. Grosjean 

arrive. He (Mons. Grosjean) was walk- 

ing towards where the French Consul was | 
standing, when Mons. Cauchois got up, | 
walked towards him and struck him in | 
the face. Then several of the friends of | 
Mons. Cauchois moved quickly towards | 
the two persons in question, and I heard | 
them distinctly say: “Assomme-le.” I 
rushed towards Aons. Grosjean. Mons. 

Saunier remained seated all the time. At 

this time Madame Saunier, followed by 

Mons. Elie Bouchard, also advanced to- 

wards Mons. Grosjean, making use of many 

abusive terms. The French Consul then 
interfered. I then took Mons. Grosjean 
aside, and asked Dr. Spruit to attend to} 
his injuries. 

Mons. Hoffman was then called, and 
corroborated the evidence of Mons. Faga 
as to their attempts to settle the matter 
amicably ; but said that he could not tes- 
tify as to the scene at the Racecourse, as 
he was not present. 

This was all the evidence offered on 
behalf of the Complainant. 

Mons. Cabrol then called Mons. Elie 
Bouchard, who stated that at the Cercle 
Frangais, Mons. Grosjean, after he had 
‘been struck in the face by Madame Sau- 
nier, retyrned the blow, and that he sav | 
the mark of the blow on Madame Saunier's 
face. 

Cross-examiined by Mr. Ellis: He could 
not say that he actually saw Mr. Gros- 
jean striking out at Madame Saunier. 
He saw two hands in the air, and then 
he saw the mark on Madame Saunier’s 
face. 

Mons. Jean Bouchard, also called, said 
that he was certain that Mons. Grosjean 
struck Madame Saunier on the right 
cheek. 

No question -on cross-examination. 

The defendants were then called and 
examined by the Court as to the assault 
at the Race Club, and the sending of the 
threatening letter. They admitted that 
technically they had broken the law, but 
in their opinion they were justified. 

Mons. Cabrol then addressed the Court 
on behalf of the defendants. He com- 
plained of the attack made on the char- 
acter of Madame Saunier, who was not 
there to defend herself. He submitted 
that no evidence had been given to show 
that she was not a respectable woman. 
He then referred to the evidence given 
by the two Bouchards, which went to 
show that although Mons. Grosjean had 
been attacked by Madame Saunier, ho 
had retaliated by returning the blow. 

‘Mr. Ellis then replied. He said that 
exception had been taken by the Counsel 
for the Defendants as to his conduct of 
his client’s case. But if the Court would 
recollect he had in his opening told the 
Court that it would be necessary for him 
to refer to Madame Saunier’s conduct in 
order to justify the action of Mons. Gros- 
jean in forbidding his wife to continue 
her acquaintance with Madame Saunier. 
Tho evidence was now before the Court, 
and they would probably come to the con- 
clusion that he was right. OF course it 
was very well for the Defendant’s Coun- 
sel to speak of Madame Saunier’s honour 
and reputation, bat unfortunately the 
evidence did not bear this ont. Again it 
must be borne in mind that Mons. Gros- 
jean was not responsible for this unfor- 
tunate occurrenee, Ho did not act the 























part of a scandalmonger. He did nédt 
pronounce from the house-tops that Mad- 
ame Saunier was a woman of ill repute. 
All that he had done was simply to tell 
his wife that she must discontinue het 
acquaintance with Madame Saunier. This 
he was perfectly entitled to do. But the 
person who was solely responsible for this 
unpleasant business, but who took good 
care to act behind the scenes, was Mons. 
Elie Bouchard, who apparently went and 
told Madame Saunier that Mons. Gros- 
jean was displeased with her conduct. Ho 
(Mfr. Ellis) did not propose to say anything 
on the points referred to by him in his 
opening, viz.: that there was no justifica- 
tion, and that both offences were premed- 
itated. The evidence of the witnesses for 
the Complainant and the statements mado 
by the Defendants, proved this beyond 
doubt. With these few remarks he would 
leave the ease in the hands of the Court. 
JUDGMENT. 

Judgment was delivered on Tuesday 
morning. The defendant Canchois was 
sentenced to two days’ imprisonment and 
‘a fine of twenty francs ; and the defendant 
Saunier was fined fifty francs.

Extensive Burglary. 

‘Two men were charged with being con- 
cerned with five others not in custody in 
burglatiously entering a house at ‘Tsichong 
and stealing therefrom a quantity of jewel- 
lery and silkclothing valued at about $4,000 
at il. p.m, on the 14th August Inst, and 
with being members of asecret society, to 
wit, the Kau Lau Wei, and asource of dan- 

er to the peace and good order of the 
Settlement. 

Detective Sergeant Brown, who arrested 
the men, stated that he did soon informa- 
tion supplied by a boatman from Taichong, 
who had been sent by the complainant in 
the case to follow the men to Shanghai. 
‘They were found at a ter-shop, and several 
others who were with them managed to 
get away. ‘The prisoners had in their 
possession when arrested a box containing 
1Barticles of clothing, two photographs. two 
certificates of membership in the Kau Lau 
Wei Snciety, and $6.49. Some of the pro- 
perty stolen ‘had been traced to pawnshops 
at the East Gate, end the tickets for the 
goods were found in the possession of the 
prioners. ‘The photographs ‘showed three 
of the other men who were concerned in 
the burglary, and if the Shanghai City 
Magistrate were communicated with it 
would be possitle to arrest them. ‘Two 
gold rings were recovered, but the prisoners 
refused to answer any questions as to their 
connection with the robbery. A reward for 
their capture had been offered by the ma- 
gistrate at Taichong. 

‘The Assessor said that as the offence was 
committed outside the limits of the Se'tle- 
ment, although the men were arrested there 
would be sent to the Shanghai City 
Magistrate to be dealt with, and the men 
handed over to the City yamén runners.

DetectiveSergeant Gilfllin identified 
the writing in-a book produce? as his, 
The entry was dated the 80th September, 
and was a record of the operations of the 
detective on the previous day, the ate of 
the nlleg -d extortion, ‘The entries tended 
to show that the detective was not at the 
tea-shop aud o her places alloged by the 
prosecution at the times stated. Witness 
had k-own the de‘ective for about three 
years, during which time he had always 
iven satisfaction with his work, and 
witness had never heard of any complaint 
agaiust him.

LOTTERY TICKET MANUFACTURERS, 

Four men and four women wero charged 
with illegally manufacturing lottery 
tickets and issuing samo for salo at No. 
80, Chingyuenlu, on the 18th instant. 
‘Two of the women failing to appear, their 
bail was forfeited. 

Detective-Sergeant Macdowell stated 
that at 8.15 p.m. on the 18th inst. he 
visited the house No. 80, Chingyuenlu, 
an alleyway off North Szechuen Road, 
and there found three men in the very 
act of writing lottery tickets for the lot- 
tery known as the Ho Weit (480 tickets 
produced). A fourth man was placing 
the tickets in envelopes preparatory to 
sending them out to subscribers. Thero 
were several other men there engaged in 
gambling. For some tiie past the 
Captain Superintendent had received 
letters complaining of the prevalence 
of this form of gambling, and 
several months ago Mr. Chang, the former 
Mixed Court Magistrate, wrote to the 
Captain Superintendent requesting his as- 
sistaneé in suppressing it, but despite 
heavy punishment awarded in two cases, 
the evil was still evidence. The Assessor 
would notice that in one of the letters 
(produced) to the Captain Superintendent 
complaint was made of the inactivity of 
the police in the matter, but he could 
assuro the Assessor that it was really very 
difficult to catch this kind of people in the 
act.

(From Messrs. Noel, Murray d: Co. Piece Goods Trade Report of 18th October, 1902.) 





Piece Goods.—It cannot be said there is much improvement in the market since our last iseue on 9th instant beyond that there ix 
rather more general enquiry but as the prices offered ate still below the ideas of importers, sales from first hands have been limited, 
Another feature of the week has heen the action of Treststx shippers in endeavouring to force the Natire Banks to give them better 
rates of exchange. It appears that exchange between this and the Nortuexs Port is entirely in the hands of the Vatire Banks who 
recently, to benefit themselves, forced the rate down to $50. This exasperated the shippers so much that at a meeting held by them- 
selves they decided not to forward any goods until the Banks treated them more fairly and that the time of suspended shipments 
should extend over a period variously stated from two to four weeks.
